PAY GHOST WILL WALK 
AT CAMP HARRIS SOON 


Uncle Sam and Jupe Pluvius 
Not on Speaking Terms, 
Troopers Find.

Camp Harris, Macon, Ga., August 5.— 
(Special.)\—A great big bunch of men 
found this morning that the plans of 
the war department do not change be- 
cause of a rainstorm; and that the mere 
fact that a whole brigade was soaked 
to the skin yesterday has nothing to 
do with a 10 o'clock inspection today. 
Of course, the inspection came. “Inspect 
my rifle! Great snakes! I-s'wam through 
Macon with it yesterday.” But shined 
up they were—two hours to the gun, 40 
minutes to the bayonet—‘Get that rust 
off,”—and off it came. But when it came 
to the uniforms, things eased up a lit- 
tle. Wringing wet last night, morning 
found them scattered in the warm sun- 
light, steaming—and shrinking. Shirts 
that yesterday were husky 18’s are 
now dear, coy little 14’s. 

Yet the day has been a good-humored 
one, with many a jest and joke gleaned 
from the stock of the ‘‘day we paddled 
down town.” 

What did help the men was the an- 
nouncement that next Wednesday's pay 
day—a clean-up on the part of the gov- 
ernment of all its obligations —— 
July 31. Air castles are building again, 
and sickly-eyed creditors are sprucing 
up. Buddies of pong standing are 
training themselves in watchfulness, 
eyeing each other pwn + wonder- 
ing how they can spend that money 
when they get it without being caught 
by the ‘warm-hearted money-lender 
first. 

Friday’s march will live long in the

HAS COME 10 STAY 


Reo Sales Manager Makes Op- 
timistic Forecast of Ameri-— 
can Business Prospects. 


“I guess I'm an optimist, all right,” 

ys Sales Manager Rueschaw, of the 

60 Motor Car company, “and I sup- 
pose a Bruin Banker would discount my 
enthusiasm. But when I hear that 
@uestion so often propounded now- 
adays, ‘What will business be after the 
war closes?’ I can’t but exclaim, 
*"‘Better"’ 

“Of course, I know we are now en- 
joying—in fact, reveling in prosperity 
that is abnormal, but Tor the life of 
me I can’t see why that prosperity 
should not be permanent. 

“And though I try, because good 
business sense dictates that all should 
look to the dark as well as the brigne 
Gide, s0 as toanticipate any slump that 
may come, I feel that this is one of the 
times when we need not expect rain 
just because we've had a prolonged 
period of bright sunshine. 

“I don’t see that it matters whether 
@ man makes a fortune in one year or 
thirty years—there’s no more reason 
why he should give it back in the one 
Case than in the other. 

More Money Coming. 

“Europe has poured more than three 
Billions of dollars into the purses of 
the American people in the last twelve 
months, and since all of the munitions 
contracts are for three years, will con- 
tinue to pour it for sometime yet. 

“That monev is here and there's no 
reason why it should not etay here. 
Europe is in dire necessity for certain 
things we could make and sell, and 
ehe is paying us for them. There is 
nothing Europe makes that we must 
have, therefore there is no valid reason 
why that money should go back. 

“We are told, of course, that a num- 
ber of factories formerly idle are now 
prospering on European Dusiness, and 
that a great many other factories are 
making abnormal profits from the 
Manufacture of articles outside their 
regular product. This last is impor- 
tant if true and I would ask you to 
consider the matter more thoroughly. 
The number of factories which for- 
merly were idle and which are now 
doing a profitable business, is small 
dy comparison with the number that 
for the moment changed over to the 
making of articles which Europe want- 
ed and for which she was willing to 
pay heavily. 


“It is not true, however, that these 


latter are making greater profits than 
they would have made had they stuck 
to their last. I have in mind eeveral 
concerns that have come within my 
Own notice, and one in particular, 
whose business was rnaking automobile 
parts. That concern took on a large 
contract for war munitions—spe- 
cifically. fuses. The price seemed big 
and looked as if it would pay. and let 
the regular business go for the time 
being. But today the head of that 
concern tells me they would have made 
twice the money had they continued to 
@upply their regular customers with 
their standard preduct. 
No Slump Feared. 

“Now, in this case, the cessation of 
the strife on the other side will not 
mean a slump, Dut simply a return to 
normal conditione and normal profits. 

‘Summing it up in a word, I'd ex- 
press it this way: We have enjoyed a 
five years’ demand in one year’s time. 
That has resulted in empty shelves. 
And empty shelves is the best possible 
preface to prosperity. Those shelves 
must be filled again. That demand 
must be supplied. 

“Meantime many who are in debt 
have paid their bills and can now make 
a fresh start. Various concerns have 
discharged their obligations and retired 
their bonds. This gives them a clean 
slate. The only sufferers in this case 
are those who can no longer clip the 
coupons—no longer draw interest from 
those bonds. But on the other hand, 


lies oie 


these latter have gotten the coin and 
are now prospects for the purchase of 
more bonds. 

“The war can’t be bad both for 
Europe and for us, you know-—someone 
must profit. And in this case we are 
the lucky ones. 

“I haven't mentioned that other 
phase of the matter—the resupplying 
of Europe with the articles she has 
destroyed—because that is an unknown 
quantity. Unescetions® iy Europe will 
be a great market for all of our prod- 
ucts for many years to come, because 
we must remember that everything has 
been destroyed—except the money. If 
Europe has spent her surplus, she is 
only obligating future generations to 
pay it 
rebuilt. 

“We make the mistake,” continued 
Mr. Rueschaw, “of thinking that 
wealth is being destroyed in Europe. 
Nothing is being destroyed except the 
work of past generations, and that 
means employment for present and 
future generations, Which, in turn, 
means prosperity for everybody. 


Manufacturers Behind. 


“We must furnish lumber for tem- 
porary structures, steel for permanent 

nes. Furniture to equip them—and, 

y the way, all furniture manufactur- 
ers in this country are today 90 days 
behind orders. 

‘We must put shoes on the bare feet 
of Europe, and shoe stocks are lower 
in America than they ever were. Nor 
can Europe furnish its own leather for 
the shoes—the hungry — have had 
to eat the cattle and they'll also have 
to replenish their stock farms from 
this country. We'll have to build ships 
to carry our material to Europe and 
we'll have to build equipment for our 
railroads to get it to the seaboard. 

“But, we are told, ‘the tide of wealth 
will again flow back to Europe.’ 
Europeans will make superhuman ef- 
forts to bring that condition about. 

“Again I am an optimist. I believe 
the tide of wealth will never flow to 
Europe so heavily as in the past. Dur- 
ing the past two years Americans have 
learned to travel in their own country 
—and they’ve been astounded at what 
they found. Those thousands of 
wealthy people who had planned trips 
to Europe last year and again tnis 
year, found the prospect unpleasing, 
and, tiring of staying at home, they 
sought recreation in their own land. 
It was a revelation to them to know 
that here we have scenery that is more 
magnificent than anything Eyrope of- 
fers.

IN LONG TEXAS GRIND 


From Fort Worth to Galveston 
Without a Single 
Stop. 


How a party composed of Walter H. 
Beck, Frank D. Meeks, John Griffith 
and J. G. Randle successfully complet- 
ed a non-stop run from Fort Worth 
to Galveston in a “Four-Ninety” Chev- 
rolet touring car, establishing a non- 
stop trip of record in Texas along this 
route, can be explained only by an 
examination of the mechanical superi- 
ority of the touring car itself. 

Ditticulties encountered on the trip 
were of all kinds known to the auto- 
mobile tourist, yet the wheels of the 
Chevrolet never ceased turning and 
the engine kept spinning round regu- 
larly without a hitch from 3 a@ m. 
July 15 until 7:15 p. m. the same day. 
It was a non-stop trip, and the party 
did not stop the wheels nor the engine 
of the car from the time they left the 
Beck Auto company’s office at Seventh 
and Throckmorton streets until they 
were safe within the limits of the 
Oleander City. 

Water Supply Was Problem. 

The great. problem proved to be 
water and gasoline. Water was se- 
cured along the way. One or two of 
the four tourists would hastily alight 
from the moving automobile at some 
village where it was decided water 
should be taken on, while a third mem- 
ber of the party would drive the car 
in a circle so as to prevent the en- 
gine and wheels from stopping while 
the water was being obtained in bags. 
Once the bags were full, the two pas- 
sengers who secured it would catch the 
automobile on the run, then while one 
person held a rubber tube in the ra- 
diator, another would hold a funnel in 
the other end of the tube while a third 

erson would pour water from the bags 
nto the funnel, thus supplying the ra- 
diator with water and never letting the 
car stop. 

Gasoline was supplied in much the 
same way. The tank in the Chevrolet 
is located under the front seat and 
while the car was being driven along 
two persons would fill the tank from 
large five-gallon tins. 

Traveled 421 Miles. 

When the car reached its.destination 
it was found that a total of 421 miles 
had been traveled. It was necessary to 
detour in many cases because of con- 
struction work and repairs on the 
roads. The total mileage also was 
raised somewhat when the car was be- 
ing driven in a circle while water and 
gasoline were being purchased. Twen- 
ty-one and a half gallons of gasoline 
were used, averaging about twenty 
miles to the gallon. The time for the 
entire run was sixteen hours and fif- 
teen minutes.

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Professional Element Are 


In Control of Stock Market 


As a Result Attention Is 
Given to Bad News, With 
Little Heed Being Given 
to the Good News. 


New York, August 5—(Special.)—The 
bear element, wholly professional trad- 
ers, are still in control of the security 
markets, and the public remains indif- 
ferent to the many developments which 
would ordinarily be the cause of ad- 
vancing prices for securities. As a re- 
sult, all attention is given to bad news 
when it comes out, and the market goes 
down on it, but no heed is given to good 
news. The present most unfavorable 
factor in securities is the possibility 
of a railroad strike. Although there 
are many chances’ that this will be 
averted, every new item regarding the 
vote of the trainmen in favor of a 
strike is the signal for more selling. 
Railroad gtocks showed some signs of 
recovery early in the week because of 
the many large increases in earnings 
shown in preliminary reports for the 
fiscal year to June 30 last, but the gains 
in market values were not held. New 
orders, several of them of considerable 
size, have not stimulated any inter- 
est in the war stocks. The steel cor- 
poration -extra dividend and record 
earnings have not yet been refiected 
in any strength in the stock of that 
company or others in the steel indus- 
try. The acceptance speech of Charles 
E. Hughes was generally regarded by 
financial na narket experts as a Dasis 
for higher prices in the stock market, 
and in ordinary times would probably 
have been the cause of a large amount 
of buying. For a few minutes early in 
the day following the speech, it was the 
direct cause of minor advances in vari- 
ous securities, but the higher prices 
were not maintained long, and when 
the new buying was finished, bears re- 
turned to their attacks on prices. They 
have learned that for the present, no 
news, no matter how favorable, causes 
sustained buying, and therefore there 
has mot been any movements towards 
covering by shorts. One reason for this 
pronounced lethargy In the security 
markets is that many of the leaders 
on the constructive side are away from 
the city and are not disposed to do any- 
thing from a distance. Hence, hot 
weather can be said to be a direct cause 
not only of the dull markets which 
have been witnessed, but also of the 
slow shrinkage of market _vaiues that 
has been taking place. Foreign sell- 
ing is said to have had a prominent 
part in the recent easier tone of the 
market, but close oDservers of the mar- 
ket fail to find that there has been sell- 
ing from abroad in large enough 
amounts to cause even fractional de- 
clines. Talk of foreign liquidation has 
been exaggerated merely to help tne 
bears and scare Off Duying at this time.

The early returns of the strike 
being conducted among the :

The dividend record of the past few 
weeks does not reflect any pessimism 
in leading banking and financial cir- 
cles, as there have been the usual num- 
her of extra and increased dividends by 
all kinds of companies. To judge by 
the action of the stock market, direct- 
ors should have been pessimistic and 
either failed to declare extra or in- 
creased dividends or possibly even have 
passed some of their payments. 

War Cost Fifty Billion Dollars. 

The cost of the war to the allies and 
the central powers combined for the 
first two years of hostilities is estl- 
mated in banking circles at above fifty 
billion dollars, of which it is believed 
the allies have contributed over thirty 
billions and the central powers less 
than twenty billion dollars. Of this 
sum over forty billion dollars has 
been represented in war ioans of the 
various belligerents. To this must be 
added the expenditures of neutrals di- 
rectly due to the war, and the loss of 
trade and also the actual cost of re- 
placing property destroyed, to compute 
the total cost of the war to the entire 
world. It is impossible to get any ac- 
curate estimate of war damage or loss 
of trade, but it is probable that $25,000,- 
000)00 would be a conservative figure 
for all the world-cost besides that of 
direct expenditures of the belligerents. 
In other words, cost to the world is 

robably above seventy-five billion dol- 
ar@ for two years of war. Offsetting 
or to be deducted from this is the profit 
which the United States, Japan and a 
few other nations have made directly 
as a result of war, through selling sup- 
plies. The total offset, however, - is 
probably much below ten billions of 
dollars and may be below five. 

Further large orders for munitions, 
also. mostly for 8-inch shells as for 
other recent orders, have been received 
during the past week. Most of the new 
business has gone to the same firms, 
which have figured in munitions con- 
tracts during the last two years. At 
least a dozen companies have received 
orders of from $5,000,000 to $30,000,000 
each, and it is thought that the recent 
~buying of munitions for the allies has 
been above $200,000,000. 

Bhe Pennsylvania system gross and 
net income for June showed gains of

High Tide of Prosperity Ahead. 


The reports of mercantile conditions 
all over the United States and Canada 
indicate that the high tide of pros- 
perity has not yet been reached, even 
though prices for many commodities 
have been reduced from the highest 
levels of the year. Much current busi- 
ness, however, is being filled at the 
higher prices which prevailed some 
time ago, and it may be a long time 
before current work in many indus- 
tries is in materials ordered at lower 
prices. 

The sharp reductions in crude ot#l 
prices which have been made in the 
last two weeks have not been reflect- 
ed in any suibstantial declines in prices 
for gasoline. As for the crude oil situ- 
ation, expert opinion inclines to the 
belief that reductions in prices have 
been accomplished merely to head off 
the vast amount of new drilling which 
had been started. It is thought that 
important oil interests believed that if 
the drilling went ahead at the head- 
long rate at which it had started a 
few months ago, there would soon be 
serious overproduction, and, therefore, 
crude oil prices were temporarily re- 
duced. As there are signs that produc- 
tion is falling off sharpiy it is pro- 
able that before long prices will show 
a firmer tendency. 

The large buying movement which 
has so long been expected in the cop- 
per market has not devefoped yet, and 
prices for the metal are a little easier 
again. Some sales have been made as 
low as 24 cents a pound. The genera! 
market situation is still strongly in 
favor of producers and sellers of the 
metal, however. Comparatively little 
spot copper has been available recent- 
ly, as sales of close to the full produc- 
tion of many refiners were made some 
time ago. Only small amounts of the 
metal are expected for two or three 
months to come. If consumers can 
hold out until the end of September 
without heavy buying, they can doubt- 
less bring about material reductions 
in prices, but if they do not find it pos- 
sible to keep out of the market and 
are forced to buy in large quantities 
soon, an advance in prices is again 
expected. 

The recent large buying of steel for 
munitions has been on such a large 
scale that new advances in prices have 
resulted. The unfilled tonnage report 
of the United States Steel corporation 
for July, to be published next week, is 
expected to show a fair increase, as 
compared with a decrease for June. 
Not only was buying ona larger scale, 
but deliveries and production were con- 
Siderably smaller, owing to shut downs 
for repairs for a day or two during 
the month, and also because of letting 
up of activities on very hot days. 

Cotton and Wheat Outlook. 


The grain markets have been ex- 
cited and wheat went to the highest 
price of the movement, owing to re- 
newed reports of great damage to 
spring wheat because of rust. It is 
estimated in many quarters that the 
spring wheat crop will be damaged to 
the extent of at least 25,000,000 bush- 
els, while some estimates put the loss 
at above 50,000,000 bushels. 

The cotton trade had looked for a 
poor condition report for July 25, but 
the actual figures—72.3—were far be- 
iow all guesses and estimates, and re- 
Sulted in a large amount of buying and 
an immediate advance in prices. It ig

Re-entry of Allies Into the

New York, August 5.—(Special.)—

(Now that the federal farm loan act 
has become a reality it is more inter- 
esting in its political aspects than 
otherwise. Not until after November's 


cold and wet will it conspicuously oc- | 
cupy the attention of the public as an | 


instrument by which the farmer is to 


be freed from the bondage of the mort-'! 


gage sharks and the usurers, as the 
politicians express it. 

There are, however, some features of 
the act which invite practical consid- 
eration. The farmer who contemplates 
securin a loan under the new sys&- 
tem wil Se faced by certain prelimina- 
ries. If he has an ordinary farm of 
100 acres which he values at $10,000, 
inclusive of buildings worth $4,000, the 
rule for his conduct will be about as 
follows: . 

He will first have to become a mem- 
ber of a farm loan association. To ac- 
quire such membership he must be one 
of “ten or more natural persons’ who 
are the owners or are about to become 
the owners-of farm land qualified to 
be security for a loan in accordance 
with the provisions of the act. This 
state of affairs must be set forth in ar- 
ticles of association which will be for- 
warded to the federal farm hoan board. 
The communcation will have to be sup- 
ported by affidavits testifying to the 
facts. It must also appear that each 
of the ten or more natural persons de- 
sires a loan of not more than $10,000 
nor less than $100 and that the ag- 
gregate of all the loans desired is net 
less than $20,000. The articles and affi- 
davits must also be accompanied by 
a subscription to the capital stock in 
the federal land bank of the district 
equal to 5 per cent of the amount 
loaned. 

If ultimately the loan is granted the 
rate of interest is not to exceed 6 per 
cent per annum, but the use to which 
the money secured is to be put will be 
carefully inquired into. For instance, 
the. loan must be made for the purpose 
of securing land for agricultural uses, 
to buy equipment and live stock, or 
to provide buildings for the improve- 
ment of farm land, or to liquidate in- 
debtedness. What will constitute 
equipment” and “improvements” will 
be defined by the federal farm loan 
board. 

If the conditions up to this point have 
been satisfactorily complied with there 
will be an appraisal of the land. In 
the appraisal, the law. states, “the 
valve of the land for agricultural] pur- 
poses shall be the basis’ and there 
Shall also be considered the “earning 
power of the land.” When the appraisal 
has been made the maximum amceunt 
of the loan is 50 per cent of the value 
of the land and 20 per cent of the value 
of the “permanent and insured 
provements thereon.”’ 

The farmer with the $10.000 in eligi- 
ble property will, therefore, receive 
$3.000 on the land and $800 on the 
buildings. He will become the owner 
of thirty-eight shares of stock in the 
farm loan association and if he Pays 
cash for this his loan will be reduced 
by $1990 Pe = amount he may leave 
as part of the m é :

On farm property of this kind $3,800 
ls a conservative loan. It Should be 
secured. At a fower rate of interest 
than 6 per cent in many parts of the 
country. The advantage to the farmer 
who has this security and needs only 
such a modest amount is that the fees 
usually incident to a loan, will be very 
small and he will have the advantage 
of amortizing the payments, extending 
them, if he desires, over as long a pe- 
a = forty vears.

Candidate for Commissioner 
of Agriculture Proposes 
Remedies for Department 
Conditions. 


J. J. Brown, who some days since 
announced his candidacy for the office 
of commissioner of agriculture, oppos- 


ing Commissioner James D. Price, in- 


cumbent, has issued a formal state- 
ment setting forth the reforms which 
he proposes to make in this depart- 


ment, if elected. 

Mr. Brown declares that there is a 
“machine now in the hands of the 
commissioner for the election and per- 
petuation of men in office that is simply 
appalling.’ This he proposes to rem- 
edy. 

He states that “‘the truth is a play 
of things for the promotion of personal 
ambitions is too much in the ascend- 
ancy for the real object for which the 
department of agriculture was created 
to have anything like the attention its 
importance demands.” 

Would Divorce Departments. 

Mr. Brown says that if he is elected 
he will recommend that the drug 
bureau and other’ similar bureaus 
which he deems not to be related to 
the functions of a department of agri- 
culture, but which burden it, be 
divorced from that department. 

He comes out against compulsory 
dipping of cattle for the eradication of 
ticks, and states that he believes the 
same desirable ends can be obtained 
without imposing this distasteful 
measure upon the farmers and cattle- 


rowers. 
ff “I agree,” states Mr. Brown, “with 
the measures enunciated at the joint 


meeting of the Farmers’ union and the 
farmers and citizens generally of the 
state, held at Cordele, on January 22, 
1916.” 
J. J.- Brown's Statement. 
Mr. Brown's statement in full is as 


follows: 

“To the People of Georgia: In compli- 
ance with the promise made in my an- 
nouncement, I submit to your consideration 
the following reasons which demand a 
change in the administration of our state 
department of agriculture. 

“Georgia is an agricultural state, and 
for this reason its department of agricul- 
ture is of momentous importance in the 
state's development. For ten years the 
farmers have been taught diversification, 
intense farming and the absolute necessity 
of introducing into our state the great in- 
dustry of cattie and hog ratsing. Yet, 
during this time no material progress has 
been made or ‘any theory advanced as to 
providing a system of marketing com- 
mensurate with the advance In production. 
Now, as production is increased, markets 
should be found and provided to meet the 
demands of increased production so that 
all things raised on the farm can readily 
be turned into cash assets. Doubtless the 
department of agriculture could be _ re- 
formed into an agency which would be of 
inestimable value to our people in  pro- 
moting all these agencies. 

“Instead of this being the case under 
the present administration of the agricul- 
tural department, it is being largely used 
to create discord and confusion and to crip- 
ple, rather than enhance, progress which 
would make for usefulness and material 
development. To this end I would call at- 
tention to the compulsory use of the dip- 
ping vat to be indrspensable in this” work, 
fusion and demoralization in the important 
work of tick eradication. While I heartily 
favor tick eradication and believe the dip- 
ping vat to be indispansable in this work, 
I am unalterablyy opposed to the present 
method of compulsory dipping, which I 
believe to be an infringement on the con- 
stitutional rights of the people. In this 
matter I would refer to Major Connor's 
administration, which successfully eradi- 
cated cattle tick in a large number of 
counties and which was done without con- 
fusion or compulsion I belleve Iike meth- 
ods can be made successful in the future. 
Instances going to prove the _ statement 
that confusion is prevalent over this mat- 
ter in Georgia is seen and read of 
all men. 

“The truth is, 
promotion of personal

ject for which the cepartment of agricul- 
ture was created to have anything like the 
attention ite importance demands, These 
things have been lost sight of in the 
whirl of efforts to build up political fences 
and to perpetuate men In office. Under 
existing conditions th® machine ,now in 
the hands of the commissioner, for the 
eiection and perpetuating of men in office, 
mot only in this department, but its vari- 
ous reaches and touches every office in the 
state (provided the commissioner sees fit 
to so use it?) is simply appalling. Now I 
wish to say to the people of the state that 
this is not a healthy condition, and if I 
am elected I propose to institute measures 
which will operate as correctives.

M onuments Mark T ermini 


Of Nation’s Big Highway 


At Miami, Fla., the southern termi- 
nus of the Dixie highway, stands an 
arch over the highway, bearing an in- 
scription which indicates that this is 
the gateway. to Hoosierland and the 
great country where Dixie’s netghbors 
of the north live. This arch exempli- 
fies in a splendid way one of the great- 
est objects that the Dixie highway, 
from its incipiency, has had, that not 
merely of bringing about the construc- 
tion of good roads, but in reality mak- 
ing the people of the middle west and 
the north the neighbors of the people 
of the south. 

This spirit was exemplified at the 
southern terminus of the highway. It 
has now metaresponse at the northern- 
most point which the Dixie highway 
touches. 

Shaft Is Dedicated. 

The other day at Mackinaw City, 
which nestles where Lake Michigan and 
Lake Huron meet, many hundred miles 
from the warm current of the gulf 
stream, a shaft was dedicated marking 
the northernmost point which the great 
Dixie highway movement has penetrat- 
ed, and in fact, the most northerly 
point it can reach within the bounds 
of the United States. 

The monument at Mackinaw City is 
built of stones collected from practical- 
ly every state in the union, and some 
from AlasKa, and it was dedicated with 
a ceremony which characterized the 
spirit of unity between the two great 
sections of the north and the south. 

Newspapers of the north hail the inci- 
dent as marking a “new epoch in road 
making.” 

The monument was built by a Yankee 
farmer and an American flag was 
drawn from it while the band played 
“Dixie.” The monument was unveiled 
by Miss Rayma Smith, “one of the 
prettiest of a host of beautiful girls 
who surrounded the monument.” 

Farmer Builds Monument, 

The monument was built by George 
Adams, a farmer who lives near the 
city. It is 15 feet high, five and one- 
half feet at the base, resting on a 
cement foundation 19 inches wider 
than the bottom. It is built of stones 
gathered by tourists of many states. 
Two sides bear the Michigan coat of 
arms, while on the other two sides 
are medallions respectively bearing in- 
scriptions marking the terminus of 
each road, while at the top is a metal 
disk inscribed “Apex to the Dixie 
Highway.” The shaft is lighted by a 
group of electric Hight bulbs at the 
apex. 


It is also noteworthy that W. S&S 
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Dixie Highway monument at Mac- 
kinsaw City, Mich., marking the north- 
ernmost apex of the Dixie highway. 


Gilbreath, of, Chattanooga, field secre- 
tary of the Diy, Highway association, 
made a trip all ‘the way from Miami, 
the southernmost point of the highway, 
to Mackinaw City, to attend this un- 
velling. There was present also Judge 
Philip T. Colgrove, president of the 
Michigan Good Roads association,. and 
one of the vice presidents of the Dixie 
Highway association, who made the 
inspection tour over the central and 
the eastern routes of the Dixie High- 
way through Georgia to Jacksonville, 
last March 22. 

This monument marks the apex of 
the Dixie Highway, where it loops 
around the shores of Lake Huron, go- 
ing up from Detroit on the eastern 
side of Mackinaw City, in the extreme 
north, and then turning southward 
again, following the shores of Lake 
Michigan to South Bend, Ind.

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ABSENT VOTERS’ — 
BLL UP TUESDAY 


House Will Vote Soon on 
Bill in Which Travelers 
Are Interested — T. P. A. 
Members Active for Its 


Passage. 


If you are a traveler, and a bit In- 
terested in the “absent voters’ bill’— 
which vou ought to be—then telegraph, 
phone or write your representative In 
the legislature to cast his vote for 
it on mext Monday or Tuesday, when 
the bill comes up in the house. 

This bill, which provides all the 
machinery for military men, travel- 
ing men, or any class of men who are 
absent from their voting precincts on 
election day, to cast their vote the 
same as if they were at home, has 
been reported favorably, by the judici- 
ary committee, and is set as the fourth 
bill to come up next week. It is _ be- 
lieved that it will be reached Mon- 
day, certainly not later than Tuesday. 

The bill, as originally introduced, 
provided mainly for the military, and 
did not receive a favorable report 
from the committee, but it has been 
completely remodeled, patterned aftel 
the Virginia law recentiy passed per- 
mitting traveling men and all others 
away from honie fo vote, and was 
introduced by Representative John W. 
Bale, of Floyd cvunty. Among those 
who have been actively seeking its 

assage is W. QO. Stamps, the _ well- 
cnown grocery broker, who heads the 
legislative committee of the state T. 
rs & Working with him has been 
other members of the committee, 
E. D. MeDonald, M. M. Anderson, R. 
A. Broyles and J. Frank Fair. They 
believe that the bill will be passed 
next week, but Chairman Stamps re- 
quests all travelers in the state to 
get busy Sunday and Monday and wire 
their representative to vote for the 
dill. He. has written all the. state 
posts of T. P. A.’s to busy their mem- 
bers alone this line. ; 

The bill is declared to be most com- 
plete in all its details, and every safe- 
guard has been thrown around its 
operation to prevent election fraud. It 
provides that any man away from 
home can vote in a regular or primary 
election, provided he makes applica- 
tion not less than 20 nor more than 40 
days before the election to the ordinary 
in county or state elections, and the 
city clerk in city elections. His ballot 
must be filled and mailed before a 
postmaster or a military commander, 
and sent unde Seal to the ordinary of 
the county.

Camp Bread. 


Mix togetherina pan or bucket one 
quart of flour, one teaspoonful of salt 
and one tablespoonful of baking pow- 
der. If you 1ave  self-rising flour 
don't use the baking powder. Try to 
measure to the best of your ability 
with your eye. Measuring cups are 
not usually carried on a camp. A little 
Variation from these exact quantities 
will not hurt, but you must practice 
to get them nearly right. Mix the 
flour, baking powder and saa to- 
gether and then add a piece of lard or 
butter the size of a duck’s egg. Rub 
the lard into the flour with your spoon 
until no lumps remain. 

Add sufficient water to make a stiff 
biscuit dough, stirring and mixing it 
as the water is added, and be sure that 
you mix it thoroughly. The tendenc 
is to pour in too much water at first. 
If you have no lard or butter, the bread 
will do very nicely without it, but won't 
be as brittle. 

We gave last Sunday a method of 
baking bread by putting it between 
two frying pans and raking ashes over 
them, forming an oven. There is still 
another method that can be used very 
satisfactorily. Sprinkle flour or meal 
your pan to keep the dough from 
sticking, and place in it a piece of 
about half an inch thick and 
enough to cover the bottom of 
pan. take a few coals from the 
and in front of these tilt the fry- 
pan at an angle of 45 degrees.

Elevated Fire. 


An elevated fire should be used, and 
should be a little larger than usual, 
By an elevated tire, we mean a fire 
is elevated above the ground.

“Put some lard in a frying pan—plen- 
tv of it. so that when melted, it will 
cover -the bottom of the pan to the 
depth of half an inch. Heat the lard 
almost to a bubbling heat. 

“Now take a piece of dough and pull 
it out into a very thin cake, the thin- 
ner thetbetter. If the cake of dough is 
pulled as thin as it should be, one or 
<wo holes may appear in it. This 
does not matter. 

“Place yotur cake of thin dough in 
the hot lard and fry it. Keep your 
lard at a good heat while frying, but 
not so hot as to scorch it. The cake 
will swell vastly and presently the 
edges will show a delicate brown. 
When this occurs, turn the cake over. 
When it is brown all over, it is done. 
With a little practice of manipulation, 
the dough can be made the ful] diam- 
eter of the frying pan.” 

Fiapiacks and Gravy. 

One thing that is always good with 
flapjacks and is also easy to make is 
brown gravy. It can be made with a 
little trouble with the bacon grease 
that is left in the pan. Pour water into 
the hot grease until you have the quan- 
tity of gravy you wish. Now mix a 
spoénful of fgour in a half cup of wa- 
ter and stir them until all the lumps 
have disappeared. Pour the mixture 
into the grease and water in the pan, 
stirring as you do so. Let this cook 
for two or three minutes and then re- 
move.

| United States Employment Service 


The General Federation advises the organization of a women and girls’ 
division of the United States department of labor to supply employment, 
special attention to be given to the requests of women wage-earners for work, 
and every effort made to meet the demand for family help in farm and rural 
community ag well as in the city. 

For the first time in the history of the Federation of 
there were two representatives at the New York biennial sent 
States government. These were Mrs, Kate Wallor Barrett, of A 
and Grace Porter Hopkins, of Washington, D. C. 

They brought for the indorsement of the federation the new system pro- 
viding for the organization and operation of a women and girls’ division in 
the United States employment service. The plan includes the establishment 
of an interchanging and interstate system between zones and officgs of the 
| United States employment service; also, with co-operating and other state 
and municipal employment offices; and co-operation with. organizations other

It includes the development of efficient wage-earners through elementary 


; 
and vocational training and dissemination of information concerning voca- 


, tional selection and training to girls approaching 16 years of age and to’ 


others, 
The object of the service is to give every possible assistance to girls and 
| young women to enable them to make suitable vocational selections with a 
| view to proper vocational training in order to guide them in desirable in- 
dustry and avoidance of occupations and places where evil conditions exist. 
Information concerning trades and opportunities to labor in suitable 
‘vocations, including amount of wages paid, length of working day, hygienic 
,and other conditions prevailing in the various industries, should be made 
available to all as a guide to useful employment. 

The co-operation of employers should be invited in developing a plan 
| for a clearing house of information with reference to employment, likewise 
'the aid of women and other organizations should be sought. This service 
‘should provide for the assembling of information from all available sources 
for the use of applicants. 
| Girls should be advised to pursue such a course of elementary and voca- 
tional education as may be galculated to develop their abilities in lines of 
industry for which they are best fitted. 

The greatest care should be given in directing this branch of work as a 
girl’s future may depend upon the choice of vocation made and course fol- 
lowed as a result of a conference with the head of this department. 

A friendly interest more perhaps than advice may influence applicants in 
reaching their own choice of a career, after being supplied with the informa- 
tion at hand concerning the necessary educational foundation therefor, in 
addition to the facts furnished relating to employment and the various in- 


dustries. 


Conservation and Legislation 


In co-operation with the general federation department of conservation, 
the legislative chairman and her helpers are actively advocating the Dill 
before congress creating a national park service, which aims to put our 
existing fourteen national parks under a central management that will. be 
‘economical and efficient and make these parks more accessible and usable. 

In addition to the national parks in the United States, measures have 
been presented congress to create several more. Most of these are doubtless 
entitled to support, for we cannot preserve too many beauty spots as state 
or national playgrounds. 

In an address at the recent biennial convention in New York, Frank A. 
Waugh, professor of horticulture, Massachusetts Agricultural college, styled 
the country roads a substitute for distant national parks, and laughingly 
stated that a city family with a Ford and one gallon of gasoline would be 
more apt to ride along country roads than to visit city parks. He gave 
valuable information on the subject of “rural planning,” favoring orderliness 
in rural planning to an equal extent with systematic city planning. 

His outline of country life’s assets consisted of the country road, the 
| Playground, the schoolhouse and scenery. He believes the country road 
i'something to be esteemed of great value, both for its service as an avenue 
'of business and for its recreational facilities. 

He placed great valuation upon playgrounds and baseball diamonds as 
' recreational features of country life. The schoolhouse should be cared for 
Ly appropriately laying out its grounds with proper attention to school gar- 
den plots and playgrounds. He was a strong advocate of saving the natural 
scenery and making it accessible to men and women, boys and girls, as

recreational centers. 
The methods required to enforce rural planning were enumerated as 


four in number: Local initiative, expert knowledge, time and money.

In these legislative matters we women should 
be specially interested, along with the interest we have in developing the 
rural schools and social centers. The detajls of such subjects that may 
sound difficult must be left to experts, but we should concern ourselves in- 
‘telligently with the efforts our representatives are making to meet, as best 
| they may, critical situations. Every thoughtful woman, with time at her 
command, can understand the main features of pending legislation, however

SUGGESTS FRANKLIN + 
AS GA. STATE FLOWER 


Florida Correspondent Doesn’t 
Think Cherokee Rose Is 
Suited. 


 ———— 


The subject of a state flower for 
Georgia may be considered of Be 
importance’ as compared with the 
weightier ae ey to receive attention 
from the legislature, but its agitation 
has called forth a letter of interesting 
information addressed to Mrs. Fitzpat- 
rick by Mr. C. R. Hardy, of Clearwater, 
; Ma., originally from Georgia. 

He considers it a source of wonder 
that the women of the federation 
should consider either the Cherokee 
Rose or the Magnolia as a typical 
Georgia flower. Quoting Mr. Hardy: 

“Botanists are agreed that the Cher- 
okee rose is not a native of this coun- 
try, but was introduced from China 
of which country it is indigeous, in 
apite of the dubious legends senti- 
mental people have attached to it 
concerning dusky Romeos and Juliets, 
altogether false to the Indian charac- 
ter, this rose is no more fitting for 
a state flower for Georgia than a Chi- 
nese mandarin would be to represent 
the people of Georgia in the United 
States senate. 

“As to the magnolia, while it is a 
truly grand and noble tree, it cannot be 
said to be any more characteristic of 
Georgia than it is of half a dozen or 
more other southern states where it 
grows wild. 

“There is nothing distinctly Geor- 
Elan about it. The rose of England, 
thistle of Scotland, shamrock of Ire- 
land, lily of France have a reason for 
their respective symbolisms. Each 
has an historical connection with its 
Own country that endears it to the 
people and which can be associated 
with no other plant. 

“If the people of Georgia must have 
a state flower, then the only fitting 
one for the purpose should he one that 
has some connection with the history 
of the state, and history does not con- 
sist altogether of wars and battles, 
elections of governors and the exigen- 
cies of politics. 

Story of the Franklinia. 

“Georgia fortunately has such a 
plant whose story is so unique as not 
to be duplicated anywhere else in the 
world. I refer to the Gordonia Alta- 
maha, sometimes called Franklinia. 
More than one hundre@ years ago a 
single plant of this species was found 
growing on the banks of the Altamaha 
river by an eminent botanist exploring 
that region. Since then no other speci- 
rmen of the plant has ever been discov- 
ered anywhere in the world, although 
extensive and constant search has been 
made for it. The species was on the 
verge of extinction. it had been re- 
duced, by a strange fatality, to one 
lone plant, and the world would never 
have known of its existence had it not 
been discovered by a scentific ex- 
plorer. 

“Is that not highly suggestive? Does 
it not appear providential that the man 
who discovered this rare plant was a 
man who knew and understood, ratner 
than some ignorant settler who might 
have cut it down in order to clear fhe 
ground for a prosaic crop of corn? 

“It seems to me that here is a fine 
bit of symbolism—science, knowledge, 
education must be the sources of our 
civilization. Or, to put it another way, 
the expiring spark of idealism is res- 
cued and saved from extinction by the 
educated mind. 

Opportunity For Federation. 

“And is not that one of the aims of 
your organization? Is it not more 
worthy of your women to exact truth 
rather than romance, fact, rather than 
fancy, idealism, rather than senti- 
mentalism, the significant rather than 
the commonplace? It seems to me that 
here is your state flower, with a 
wealth of suggestions that could be 
most fittingly adapted to your ideals. 
Think what would have happened if 
this thing had occurred in Massachu- 
setts. The world would have. never 
been allowed to forget it. Her poets 
would have sung of it; stories innum- 
erable would ‘have embedded its lesson 
in the hearts of the people; the story 
would have been in every school book; 
artists would have painted it and dec- 
orative motifs weaved from its flower 
would have been seen everywhere, and 
the plant would have been fvund in 
every one’s dooryard. 

“Why should Massachusetis have 
done all that (see what they have done 
with the Mayflower), and the people 
‘of Georgia not? 

“Is not the answer b 
ple have allowed idealism and true 
sentiment to languish while our New 
England friends have assiduously cul- 
tivated them? And is not the Gor- 
donia then typical of our condition 
and your organization the enlightened 
medium which is to rescue the tine 
flower of idealism from extinction? | 
“The Gordonia is a handsome shrub 
‘or sinall tree, related to the tea and 
jeamelHa, and bears a profusion of 
| large, single white flowers that are 
|not unlike a rose in appearance. It 
' would be liked and admired if it were 
well known. : 

Purpose of State Flower. 

‘What is the purpose of a state 
flower? Is it merely a bit of fancy, 
or has it to serve some useful purpose, 
some inspiration to the youth of the 
state? "hat lesson, then, can be 
drawn from a contemplation of the 
Cherokee rose, or the magnolia, or the 
mountain laurel, or the daisy, or the 
wild azalia? Can.you draw a moral 
or uplifting lesson from any of them? 
Imagine what a clever school teacher 
could do with a flower of the Gor- 
donia in her hand as she relates its 
singular history to her class of young 
people. What a lesson she could draw 
from that to awaken their minds to 
the benefits that knowledge have 
conferred on mankind. 

“If the women’s clubs are to choose 
a state flower for Georgia, let it be 
done with the idea of conferring a 
benefit on the people that the remotest 
posterity can cherish and appreciate. 
Don't let it be a plece of sentimental 
folly without the least bit of dis- 
tinction and no honor to yourselves.”

Program of Social Service | 


The Woman's Missionary council, a 
church-wide body representative of the 
missionary women of Southern Meth- 
odism, took no step more important at 
its recent annual meeting in Atlan 
it is pointed out, than the adoption o 
-a high-and comprehensive program of 
social service, which appears below. 

The significance of this pronounce- 
ment, it is declared, is seen in the fact 
that it is backed by a closely organized 
and very active body of 200,000 wom- 
en and young people in moresthan 7,500 
- groups in all parts of the south. Such 
a force behind such a program may be 
expected to make things happen. 

“The program adopted is as follows:

As the 
budget is now shaping up, there isn't. 

On the other hand, there is no doubt 
but that if the list were carefully gone 
over it would be no trouble to find sev- 
eral time-honored and immune appro- 
priations which might well give way 
wholly or in part to better ones, pro- 
vidine everything cannot be taken care 
of. The Telegraph imagines something 
of this sort might be wprked out so as to 
get some needed money for the state fair 
from the state. At least it won't hurt 
to go after it with an eve to such a pos- 
sibility. Georgia cannot much ionger 
afford to negiect the state fair and leave 
its entire support to the city of Macon 
and the few gentlemen who make up the 
secular organization have its affairs in 
hand in conjunction with the State Agri- 
cultural society.

With plenty of money appar- 
ently 
poured thousands of dollars into this wild 
moonshine extravagance which has profited 
her nothing and will not. How much better 
it would have been for Macon, and through 
Macon for the state, if all this money had 
gone into the state fair instead of being 
poured into a rat hole! 

It is difficult to take Macon’'s cry of pov- 
erty when it comes to the state fair, seri- 
ously, when she continues to throw money 
to the birds and waste her substance upon 
a dead and departed issue. 

When Atlanta wanted a fair she did not 
ask the state for a cent. She went down 
into her pocket and raised $225,000 within 
a few weeks. The result in the establish- 
ment of the Southeastern fair speaks elo- 
quently for itself. The state treasury has 
not even been approached, nor will it be. 

We do not know how much money Macon 
has been putting into this chase of the cap- 

itol will-o’-the-wisp. So far as we are in- 
formed, nobody knows who ig willing to 
speak. But it has been variously estimated 
at anywhere from $25,000 to $50,000 a year. 
If this is true, here is enough and more 
than enough, not only to put the state fair 
on its feet and keep it there, but to end the 
extraordinary struggles which Mercer Uni- 
versity has been undergoing for its very 

existence. 
When it came to the question of Greater 
Emory University, Atlanta and adjacent ter- 
_fitory promptly gave a million and a half 
dollars, while Oglethorpe, the university of 
the Presbyterians, collected a quarter of a 
million from Atlanta and a quarter of a mil- 
lion more from neighboring sources. 

Mercer university is a fixture in Macon. 

It has been set up and established there, 
and it is there to stay. But we cannot help 
realizing that it would be infinitely better 
for Macon and for Mercer university if 
Macon would endeavor to provide that in. 
: "stitution with an endowment commensurate 
With its needs, instead of attempting the 


impossible feat of filling up the capitol re 
moval rat hole. — | 

From the standpoint of population and 
wealth, it 4s scarcely to be expected that 
Macon would be able to do for Mercer what 
Atlanta has done for Emory and Oglethorpe; 
but she could at least do something in rea- 
sonable proportion. 

The Constitution has refrained from dis- 
cussing this question at all, or attempting 
to offer any suggestions to Macon upon these 
lines, until the capitol removal bill was 
effectually and finally disposed of. Now 
that that measure is dead, effectively and 
irretrievably, possibly a kindly word of ad- 
vice will not be misconstrued or misunder- 
stood. .

TWO APPEALS TO ATLANTA. 

Standing in striking contrast one to the 
other are the two appeals now made to the 
voters of Atlanta in the campaign for mayor 
which will be concluded with the September 
primary. 

On the one hand, we find the forces 
aligned back of Asa G. Candler, calling for 
a revival and re-creation of the one-time 
Atlanta spirit of unity which puts the city’s 
welfare above every other consideration; on 
the other, we are confronted with direct ap- 
peals to the passions and prejudices of the 
masses of the people who are fed even upon 
slander and falsehood in the effort to blind 
them to the greatest opportunity Atlanta 
has had for municipal progress and con- 
structive upbuilding in the last decade. 

Can it be an Atlantan who seeks to pic- 
ture Asa G. Candler as an enemy of the 
working man in the appeal for votes against 
him? Can it be Atlantans who charge Mr. 
Candler with doing things the records show 
he did not do, for the purpose of turning 
against him the sentiment of the very men 
whose families would be most deeply ben- 
efited by his election? 

Such contemptible effort to appeal to the 
class prejudice of the community merits and 
will receive the severest condemnation. 
That it will -be condemned at the ballot box 
there ig no question; but that it should 
even be made and heard, and perhaps by 
some considered, is deplorable. 

It has been said that if Mr. Candler 
should be elected he would urge a bond 
issue. In heaven’s name, why should not he 
ask what Atlanta needed and sought to ask 
two yearg or more ago, for the very purpose 
of equipping her institutions to the point of 
efficient service for the families of the self- 
same men whose minds are now sought to be 
poisoned with all of this twaddle? 

Tine people of Atlanta have time and 
again voted on bond issues, and ghey have 
always been carried by overwhelming vote 
with the laboring element of Atlanta strong- 
ly for them. If we should,search the city 
over for the man who would pay the most 
and get the least for a bond issue, we should 
say it would be Asa G. Candler. And yet, the 
laboring man himself is the greatest benefi- 
ciliary of municipal bonds; it is he who gets 
the work the bond money pays for, and it is 
in the better building of city institutions 
that lies the salvation of his family. There 
is no One more dependent upon city schools, 
city hospitals, city streets and city sanita- 
tion than the working man; it is he Who 
pays the least and gets the most. 

In these appeals to class prejudice it was 
asserted that Mr. Candler had employed a 
“Yankee” at his cotton warehouse. The 
statement was proven untrue; but aside 
from that, have we come to the pass where 
the prejudices of voters must be appealed 
to by such nonsense as this? The same 
might be said of the charges that Mr. Can- 
dier had underpaid his working men; this 
was likewise proven unfounded, and the 
statement made evidently for vote-getting 
purposes alone. 

The truth of the matter is that in Mr. 
Candler’s election there is promise of bet- 
terment and advancement for every man, 
woman and child in Atlanta, from the hum- 
blest laborer in his cottage home to the man 
bearing the greatest of financial responsi- 
bility. : 

What a contrast in -the spirit of the two 
campaigns! The one points the way to con- 
struction—to the better building of Atlanta 
for Atlantans, all of them. The other would 
stop, apparently at nothing, however de- 
structive, so it might gain a vote for the old 
regime under which Atianta already too long 
has suffered and paid many a grievous 
penalty.

The Man-Eating Sharks 


Menacing Eastern Coast 


Washington, August 5.—The tragic depreda- 
tions of man-eating sharks along the Atlan- 
tic seaboard lend an especially timely inter- 
est to a communication from Dr. Hugh M. 
Smith, the foremost American authority on 
fishes, addressed to the National Geographic 
society and released recently as a bulletin. 

“When giant fishes are mentioned most 
people will at once think of the shark, among 
which, indeed, are found the largest fish now 
existing,” writes Mr. Smith. “Of the many 
species of sharks noteworthy on account of 
their size there are about half a dozen which 
are prominent. These differ much in their 
disposition, some being as harmless as doves 
and others the incarnation of ferocity. 

“The sleeper shark (Sommiosus microce- 
phalus), whose scientific name fits it so ad- 
mirably, appears to have developed its body 
at the expense of its brain, for it is a slug- 
gish, stupid glutton, about six times as long 
as an average man. At home in the Arctic 
regions, it sometimes makes visits as far 
south as Cape Cod, the British Isles and 
Oregon. It is most often observed lying 
quietly on the surface, apparently dozing, 
and easily approached, but at times, when 
hungry, it rouses itself and fiercely attacks 
whales, biting huge pieces out of their sides 
and tails, and when feeding on the carcass 
of a whale which has been killed by hunters 
it is so voracious that it permits spears and 
knives to be thrust into it without seeming 
to take any notice. 

The Man-EKater. 

“One of the most prodigious and perhaps 
the most formidable of sharks is the ‘man- 
eater’ (Carcharodon carcharias)., It roams 
through all temperate and tropical seas and 
everywhere is an object of dread. Its maxi- 
mum length is 40 feet and its teeth are three 
inches long. While there are few authentic 
instances of sharks attacking human beings 
(prior to the recent tragedies), there have 
undoubtedly been many cases where snarxs 
simply swallowed people who had fallen 
overboard just as they would swallow any 
other food, 

“How easy it would be for a man-eater 
to devour a person whole may be judged 
sea-lion in the stomach of a 40-foot shark 
from the finding of an entire hundred-pound 
on the California coast. A certain man-eater 
36% feet long had jaws 2U inches wide, inside 
measure, and teeth 2% inches long. This 
may have been the ‘great fish’ of the scrip- 
ture narrative, and it is possible that at 
that time much larger man-eaters existed 
than are now known, as shark teeth with 
cutting edges five'inches long have been 
found on the sea-bottom, and these are be- 
lieved by naturalists to have belonged to 
sharks not long dead. The phosphate beds 
of South Carolina yield very large rossil teeth 
of a shark which was reiated to the man- 
eater of the present day; judging from the

The delightful 
literature which the European travel bureaus 
and steamship companies placed at our dis- 
posal so whetted our appetite for a view of 
the lakes of Ireland and Scotland, of the 
castles on the Rhine and Danube, of the 
scenes made famous by Shakespeare, Dick- 
ens, Victor Hugo and Goethe that we turned 
our backs upon scenery more beautiful, wild 
flower gardens and forests incomparably 
finer, mountains more superb and lakes more 
radiant than any tobe seen in the lands 
across the Atlantic. 


Ancient Culture in Eurepe. 


“It is true that one finds a more ancient 
vulture {in Europe. It is also true that he 
finds more splendid architecture. And, like- 
wise, it is true he finds there better art; for 
before America was born into-the family of 
nations Europe had castles and cathedrals 
and masterpieces of art and sculpture. 

“But in that architecture which is voiced 
in the glorious temples of the sequola grove 
and in the castles of the Grand Canyon, in 
that art which is mirrored in American 
lakes, which is painted in geyser basing and 
frescoed upon the side walls of the mightiest 
canyons, there is a majesty and an appeal 
that the mere handiwork of men, splendid 
though it may be, can never rival. 

“Nor is our country lacking in hallowed 
and historic spots. Is Waterloo, where Na- 
poleon’s star of empire set forever, any more 
eacred to the American heart than Appo- 
mattox, where a new nation was born out 
of the throes of internecine’ strife? Are 
Austerlitz and Wagram, with their high 
tides of the French empire, of soil more ga- 
cred or more hallowed than 
Valley Forge and Gettysburg, Plymouth 
Rock, Independence Hall and Mt. Vernon? 
Does London or Paris or Berlin contain more 
of inspiration to us as a people t'an Wash- 
ington, the nation’s capital? 

“We have wandered far to find the pic- 
turesque and the magnificent, and yet it is 
not entirely provincial philosophy which 
savs that New York is in many ways tne 
most wonderful, the most striking, and the 
most interesting of all cities of the éarth; 
neither ts it only the voice of the man who 
has never seen other shores that pronounces 
Yellowstone Park the most marvelous pic- 
ture-book of nature's library; nor yet is it 
the narrow pride of the spread-eagle orator 
alone that awards to the Grand Canyon and 
the Yosemite and the Big Tree first place 
among the wonder scenes of the earth.

“Man goes to Agia and to Africa to study 
forgotten civilization, when the Redskins 
upon our own western plains and in 
our own cliff dwellings reveal stories of the 
past as strange as any we know, and con- 
Stitute a race .more magnificent in physique 
than any that can be found in other parts 
of the world. 

“Qur country is the 
nature's scenic jewels, containing so many 
and such an infinite variety of marvels that 
thousands of our matchless treasures cannot 
even be mentioned in this brief article; hot 
Springs as salubrious as any across the 
ocean; broad, hard, white beaches like the 
automobile course at Ormond, superior or 
anv in Europe; coast scenes like those at 
Mount Desert, Marblehead. Mount Tamalpais, 
Santa Barbara, San Diego, an inland water- 
wav which parallels the Atlantic coast and 
is almost continuous from Massachusetts to 
Florida, with possibilities for: aquatic enjoy- 
ment unequaled except in our own wondrous 
Puget Sound; canals picturesque as any in 
Holland, such as the mountain gorges and 
blue-grass pastures of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio canal from Washington to Cumberland, 
or the historic Mohawk valley of the Erie 
canal—a desert with colors as heavenly as 
those of the Sahara and, though devoid of 
picturesque camels and Arabs, adorned with 
the most extraordinary cacti and desert veg- 
etation on earth, and studded with marvelous 
works of human hand like Salt Lake City; 
great fresh water lakes, on which you can 
take a vovage of one thousand miles on 
ocean liners; Alaska, possessing the grand- 
est glaciers in the world outside the polar 
regions, fiords more impressive than Nor- 
way’s, and mountains like Mount McKinley, 
which towers nearly one mile higher than 
the loftiest peak in Europe. 

“One could spend an entire lifetime see- 
nature's masterpieces within our boun- 
not reach the end of the cata- 
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comparative size of these teeth, Professor 
Good thought that sharks 70 or 80 feet long 
must have been common. 

“Many years ago a Norwegian bishop in 
a learned paper brought to the attention of 
the scientific and theological worlds a shark 
which he attempted to prove must have 
been the ‘great fish’ that swallowed Jonah. 
This was the basking’ shark (Cetorhinus 
maximus), known also as the elephant or 
bone shark, which is an inhabitant of the 
polar seas, but occasionally strays as far 
south as Virginia and California, and in 
former vears was not rare in the United 
States and British coasts. The species has 
the habit at times of collecting in schools 
at the surface and basking in the sun with 
its back partly out of water. 


Shark 50 Feet in Length. 


“It reaches a maximum length of 50 feet 
and igs exceeded in size by only three or four 
animals extant. Provided with small teeth, 
it feeds ‘on fishes and floating crustaceans, 
and is not of a ferocious disposition. It ig 
dangerous only by virtue of its great bulk, 
and when attacked its powerful tail easily 
demolishes boats. In former years the bask- 
ing shark was hunted for its oil on the coast 
of Norway and Ireland; it was also har- 
pooned on the shore of Massachusetts in the 
early part of the last century, and as many 
as 12 barrels of oil were sometimes obtained 
from the liver of one shark. 

“There are many records of basking sharks 
25 to 38 feet long from the coast of New York, 
Massachusetts and Maine, but the species has 
not been common in our waters in recent 
years. 

“The largest of all fishes, the largest of 
all cold-blooded animals, and the largest of 
all existing animals, with the exception of a 
few species of whales, is the whale shark 
(Rhineodon typicus), originally described 
from Good Hope, but now xnown from India, 
Japan, South America, Panama, California 
and various other places, a small specimen 
having been obtained on the Florida coagt a 
few years ago. 

“This shark has a very broad and obtuse 
snout and an exceedingly wide mouth armed 
with numerous minute teeth; the ark- 
colored body is marked with many small 
whitish, spots. The species is stated to at- 
tain a length of 70 feet and is known to 
exceed 50 feet. Notwithstanding its immense 
size, however, it is harmless to man unless 
attacked, and feeds on the small creatures 
for which its teeth are adapted. Its huge 
bulk makes it dangerous in the same way 
that a whale is dangerous. Years ago it was 
reported that the sperm-whale fishermen at 
the island of Saint Denis, in the Indian ocegn, 
dreaded to harpoon a whale shark by mis- 
take, and stories are told of a harpooned fish 
‘having by a lightning-like dive, exhausted 
the supply of rope which had beén accident- 
ally fastened to the boat, dived deeper still, 
and so pulled a pirogue and crew @ the 
bottom.’ ”

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GALLON-A-MONTH LAW 
BEFORE FEDERAL JUDGE 


Charleston, 8S. C., August 5.—In the 
habeas corpus petition of Charles Fa- 
vor in particular and similar habeas 
corpus proceedings in general, Judge 
H. A. M. Smith, of the United States 
district court handed down an opin- 
ion yesterday, holding that it was not 
within the bounds of propriety for the 
federal court to try this case in order 
to test the constitutionality of the “gal- 
lon-a-month” law until the court had 
passed on it, and deciding that the pris- 
oner should remain in the custody of 
the sheriff of Charleston county for 
trial at the proper time before a state 
eourt. 

However, Judge Smith stated in the 
concluding paragraph of his decision 
that while he ordered the writ of ha- 
beas corpus quashed he did so “without 
prejudice to pny further application on 
the merits of the circumstances of the 
case, should the _ principles of the 
cases before referred to justify the ap- 
plication.”

Automobiles have bécome permanent- 
ly established in business, pleasure and 
travel, but fine horseflesh still has an 
army of admirers who will never sit 
behind a steering wheel.

The first will be the show- 
ing of light harness horses, standard 
breds, draft animals, saddle horses, 
combination ‘horses, stallions, brood 
mares, Percherons, Shetland ponies, 
jacks and mules. The second will be 
the horse show in the evenijings—a s80- 
cial feature of the fair. Premums ag- 
gregating $4,000 have been offered for 
the winners in these contests, and, ac- 
cording ¢o indications, the competition 
will be keen among the exhibitors. R. 
C. Congdon is chairman of the horse 
exhibit. D. N. MeCullough will direct 


the show. 


In the class of light harness horses, 
all animals 2 years old or over will 
be eligible to compete. There will be 
twelve sets of entries, with three prizes 
in each. The prizea are $10 and $15 
for first, $6 and $10 for second, and $3 
and $5 for third. There will be two 
showings of standard breds—champion 
stallions and champion brood mares— 
for which one premium of $20 has been 
offered for each. 

There will be fourteen 
draft Percherons for prizes ,ranging 
from §12 to §30 for first, $8 to $15 
for second and $4 to $10 for third. There 
will be five showings of champions for 
prises of $20, $10 and $5. 

Special Percheron Prizes. 

The Percheron Society of America 
has offered prizes in thirteen special 
classes for the best showings of this 
breed. Included in the premiums are 
many handsome trophies, silver medals 
and ribbons.

Fight Weeds. 


Begin to fight weeds.

of your premises. After ridding your 
garden or lawn of weeds, sprinkle 
ground limestone over the fresh loosen- 
ed earth. August promises nothing but 
sour soil, and you must fight the in-

evitable or give up your garden, 
Tomatoes. 


So many people are losing fine to- 
matoes this vear. Such waste does not 
have to occur. Pick off all rotting fruit 
and put it in the garbage can. Rake 
away all decaying leaves and weeds 
from around the roots of each plant. 
Tie up the bushes againsi pests about 
two feet high and scatter ground lime- 
stone down each row. If this does not 
save your fruit or if the rains con- 
tinue you can do no better than to do 
as your grandmothers did without ar- 
ticles in The Atlanta Constitution to 
tell them how—-gather the green toma- 
toes and study “The Annie Dennis Cook 
Book” and make your green tomato 
pickle. 

If you have to resort to pickling 
to get the use and value of your to- 
mato crop, you have learned a practl- 
cal lesson in gardening and domestic 
science. 


Blight. 


Wherever you find the leaves turning 
brown or tan, rake carefully around 
the roots and use limestone freely. If, 
in a week, you see no change, then pull 
up the bushes and rid your garden of 
@ecaying vegetables. Take no chance 
on ruining your soil for next fall, for, 
of c@urse, you are going to plant suc- 
cessively and have a green. spot even 
for Christmas. 

Rake your garden every daye that 
ou can go into it. Put on your rub- 
Sore and pull up weeds with your 
hands. Raking loosens the soil and 
gives the little sunshine we are hav- 
ing an opportunity to do its healing 
and purifying work. Lose no chance 
to get the full benefit of the sunshine 
during the next week. 


Transplanting. 


Lettuce can be transplanted if you 
wish to bring it to a head. 

Rake the row carefully and leave 
it well covered with limestone for sev- 
eral days. Loosen the soil with the 
rake every day that it does not rain. 
In transplanting lettuce or cabbage 
put the slips about 12 or 18 inches 
apart. 

Eggplants and bell 
be put two feet apart, 
larger at maturity. 


Corn and Beans. 


Corn and beans can be planted any 
day during the next two weeks for 
a late crop. If the rains continue your 
seed may rot, but if we have some 
sunshine you'll get a quick germina- 
tion, and your fall garden may be a com- 
pensation. Lettuce seed can be sown 
now, too. Spinach seed must be sown 
thick. Seed sown now should mature 
within six or eight weeks, 


Grapes. 


If your grapes are decaying on the 
vines pick the bunches off. 
prune your vines. In many instances 
I find that the Kaglish sparrow and 
jaybirds are eating the grapes and figs, 
leaving only half of the fruit to turn 
sour on the vines and trees, thus 
injuring the fruit that still has a 
chance to ripen. Rid your vines of all 
such and rake the ground around the 
roots. Fight sour soil around your 
grapes and figs just as you are doing 
in your garden. Sour soil is sour soil 
wherever it is, and it causes blight, 
brown and other plant and fruit dis- 
eases.

Porch Boxes, 


Many housekKecpers have been an- 
noyed by having their porch boxes 
wither under the influence of the sud- 
den hot sun the past week. 

“What must I do?” was asked by a 
friend recently. 

This question interested me, because 
it was a direct appeal from @& woman 
who has made a success of her garden. 
I spent.one day in her garden and on 
her lawn examining every variety of 
vegetable and flower. 

Her boxes contained colias. They 
had withered in one day, she said. 

I examined the soil. It was as dry 
as a Chip after all this heavy rain. It 
was as hard as a rock. I could hardly 
puncture the soil with the end of my 
umbrella. 2 daresay the water had 


you! 


run out of *the sides and the plants 
were suffering for a drink. 
Forking the Soij. 

An old* kitchen fork is a good and 
economical thing to have around in the 
porch box. Loosening the soil around 
the roots every few days aids in plant 
digestion. Did you ever think of this? 

My friend was in a panic. She 
thought her plants were diseased. I 
thought so, too, for a second. They 
looked as if they had a lingering ill- 
ness. I wendered if cut worms were 
at their roots and if the~ were posing 
as huge cuttings in the soil, but I de- 
cided that a cut worm would have 
some work before him if he punctured 
soil that I could not penetrate by put- 
ting all my weight on a parasol. 


Gravel in Soil. 

In preparing a box for the porch or 
window use gravel in the bottom to a 
depth of two inches. Over this use 
leaf mould, found under the trees on 
old vacant lots. Manure well decayed 
makes a good fertilizer when mixed 
with sand. Cover this with leaf mould 
or gurden soil and you have a porous 
soil that will not harden easily. 

Constant loosening of the soil in 
boxes is even more important than cul- 
tivating a garden, as the box is shal- 
low. and your plants have nothing 
deeper to draw moisture and plant food 
from. 

Cut Worms, 

After loosening the soil and using 
plenty of water, if the plants do not 
revive, then you can do nothing better 
than to take up your plants, wash the 
roots ana empty the soil out of the 
box. You'll probably find cut wormae. 
These are white and fat. They must 
have had a lively time cutting into the 
luscious, pulpy colias in your porch 
boxes. If you throw the soi] into your 
chicken yard your fowls will, in turn, 
enjoy feeding their royal fatness, and 
they will even deStroy the tiny eg 
found in the soil. 

Cabbage Worms, 

Have you ever seen the’ white cab- 
bage butterfly? It is flitting around 
in your gardens now. It is a short- 
lived butterfly, but it lays hundreds 
of tiny green eggs under the leaves of 
cabbage plants. These hatch out into 
tiny worms that are such a menace to 
the cabbage head. 

Netting the Butterfly. 

Children like to net the butterfly and 
chloroform it for mounted specimens. 
Gasoline is even better than chloro- 
form in killing the moth and butter- 
fly. Hold it lightly by the wings, pin- 
ning it down flat on a piece of paper

New York, August 5.-—Surface car 
traffic ceased in the boroughs of’Man- 
hattan, the Bronx and Richmond at 8 
o'clock tonight. At that hour the city 
was in the grip of the serious 
transit blockade in its history.

MURDER PROBERS 
GENTER EFFORTS 
UN VASTER DOGAN 


Detectives Believe Negro 
Suspect, Who Worked at 
Plant, Holds Key to Solu- 
tion of the Wurm Mystery. 


MISSING FROM PLANT 
WHEN BOY DISAPPEARED 


Witnesses Claim He Was 
Gone for an Hour, While 
Negro Claims He Was Not 
Absent More Than Fifteen 


Minutes. 


ANOTHER ARREST MADE. 

At 1 o'clock this morning Detect- 
ives Gillespie, Starnes and Camp- 
bell brought a prisoner—a tall yel- 
low negro—to police station and 
placed him behind the bars, with- 
out making the usual official record 
in the case. Asked if the negro 
was a suspect in the Wurm murder 
case the officers declined to answer 
to question or to give any informa- 
tion regarding the case. Assistant 
Chief Jett also declined to make 
any statement as to the charge 
against the negro and refused to 
allow reporters to see and to talk 
to him. 
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Vaster Dogan, the negro suspect at 
police headquarters, holds the key to 
the mystery of the murder of John 
Wurm. in the opinion of the investi- 
gators who have been working tiie - 


lessly on the case. 

In the light of last night's develop- 
ments at headquarters, he 
upon as an accessory to the crime and 
the detectives’ future activities will 
center around him.

Both witnesses were at the Winters 
home at the time of the policeman’s 
visit. They stated that Kimberly and 
Gibbs were at their home on the night 
as stated.

Kimberly, known as “Sherlock,” gen- 
eral supervisor of the plant and chief 
of the first-aid corps. Grady Gibbs for- 
merly was employed in the blacksmith 
shop of the Atlantic.

“The night passed in relative quiet 
front.

Rivers Avre and Aisne we dispersed 
several patrols of the enemy and took 
a number of prisoners. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse the 
cannonading last night was violent on 
the entire sector between Thiaumont 
and Fleury. The Germans endeavored 
by furious counter attacks to drive us 
from the work of Thiaumont, which we 
hold firmly. This fighting lasted from 
9 o'clock last night to this morning. It 
resulted in heavy losses to the enemy, 
and each one of their endeavors was 
repulsed without their being able to ob- 
tain the slightest advantage. 

“The fighting continued with equal 
spirit in the village of Fleury, but it 
resulted in no appreciable change in 
the situation. 

“There has been intermittent artillery 
fighting in other sectors. 

“On the right bank of the river, to 
the east of Pont-A-Mousson, after a 
preparatory artillery fire, the Germans 
delivered upon our positions in the Facq 
forest an attack which resulted in fail- 
ure under the fire of our machine guns. 

“On the Somme front French scouting 
aeroplanes delivered 17 attacks upon 
the enemy, during the course of which 


two German machines were seriously 
‘ damaged and compelled to land precip- 


itately within their lines. Two other 
German aeroplanes were brought down 
in the region of Verdun. One fell near 
Abaucourt and the other not far from 
Moranville.”’ 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: 

“On the right bank of the Meuse the 
enemy made no attempt in the sector 
of Thiaumont. We have organized the 
positions conquered tmmediately west 
of the road from Thiaumont to Fleury 
and in the village, the entire southern 
part of which we hold. 

“after a violent hombardment, which 
asted the entire day, the Germans 
aunched two powerful attacks in the 
Vaux-le-Chapitre wood. One of these 
attacks, broken by our fire, was not 
able to reach our lines. The enemy, 
who in the course of the second at- 
tack had succeeded in penetrating some 
elements of our trenches, was imme- 
diately driven out by a counter attack. 
Our front remained intact. 

“The usual cannonade occurred on 
the rest of the front. 

“Aviation: The German, aeroplane 
which fell near Moranville, and was 
reported in the communication of this 
morning, was brought down by Sergeant 
Lenoir. This is the sixth enemy aero- 
plane accounted for thus far by this 
pilot.” 

“Belgian communication: Our bat-. 
teries of all calibers successfully shell- 
ed today the German works in the 
region of Dixmude. The enemy re- 
plied feebly.”’ 


GAINS CLAIMED 
BY ITALIANS. 


Rome, August 5.—(Via 
The Italian official statement 
follows: 

“On the Trentino front continuous 
hostile artillery actions were reported 
especially between the Adige river and 
Monte Pasubio. The enemy made re- 
peated use of tear shells. 

“On Monte Cimone in spite of the 
enemy’s resistance we extended our oc- 
cupation north of the summit. During 
yesterday he launched two violent 
counter attacks which were promptly 
driven off by us. 

“We took about twenty prisoners in 
some minor fighting on Delle Kofel, 
in the upper But. In the upper Dog- 
na, in the Fella valley, the enemy's 
artillery damaged several houses, caus- 
ing casualties among the inhabitants. 

‘On the Carso our troops made a 
vigorous attack to the east of Monfal- 
cone, taking 145 prisoners, including 
four officers. 

“An enemy aeroplane dropped bombs 
on the railway station of Bassano, hit- 
ting some trucks. The casualties were 
one killed and two wounded. 

“A squadron of our Voisin aeroplanes 
dropped thirty-five bombs on the rail- 
way station of Nabresina.

RIVER SERETH. 


Petrograd, August 5.—(Via London.) 
Russian troops have crossed the River 
Sereth south of the town ot Brody and 
in the region of Penisaki-Tchistopady 
and have consolidated the captured po- 
sitions, it was officially announced to- 
day by the Russian war department, 

The statement follows: 

“South of Brody obstinate fi hting 
is proceeding on the River Sereth. The 
enemy made several counter attacks 
against our detachments which cross- 
ed to the right bank in the region of 
Peniaki-Tchistopady. All these counter 
attacks failed and our troops consoli- 
dated themselves in the captured posi- 
tions. 

“In the region of the River Bialy 
Cheremos, southwest of Kuty (in the 
Carpathians), the enemy launcbed an 
attack with forces amounting tg near- 
ly a division against our smal] infan- 
trv detachments occupying the moun- 
tain passes and forced them @ short 
distance back toward the northeast. 

“Caucasian front: West of Kialkit 
our detachments again made an ad- 
vance of several kilometers. A Turk- 
ish attack in the region of Kygi was 
repulsed.” 

The official statement from general 
headquarters issued today reads: 

“The battles on the Rivers Graberki 
and Sereth, south of Brody, are devel- 
oping in our favor. Our troops, after 
consolidating their position on the right 
bank of thé river captured two more 
villages by assault and part of a wood 
situated southeast of one of them and 
a height situated between the two. 

“Especially fierce fighting occurred 
in the villages, where it was necessary 
to drive the enemy out of nearly every 
street. The enemy made nine counter 
attacks from the neighboring woods. 
All these were repulsed, and the enemy 
suffered heavy losses. More than 1,200 
men were taken prisoner, and fresh 
prisoners continue to arrive. 

“The situation in the Caucasus re- 
mains unchanged.” 


RUSSIANS RETREAT, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, August 5—(Via London.)— 
Russian detachments which penetrated 
the German positions across the River 
Sereth near Ratyseye, were forced to 
retreat, it was officially announced in 
the statement given out today by the 
German army headquarters. . 

Near Meidzygory and Tcehistopady, 
the statement adds, the Russians are 
making a stand on the southern bank 


of the river. 

The statement follows: 

“Eastern front: Army group of Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg—attempts by 
the Russians to cross the Dvina near 
Deventen were frustrated. 

“The number of prisoners captured 
near Rudka-Mirynskaia has grown to 
561 men. 

“On the River Sereth, northwest of 
Zalosze, repeated enemy attacks were 
repulsed. 

“Russian detachments which had 
enetrated across the Sereth near 

atyseye were forced to retreat be- 
fore our counter attacks. Near 
Meidzygory and Tohistopady the 
enemy is still making a stand on the 


southern bank. 

“Army group of Field Marshal Arch- 
duke Karl: ering successful Car- 
pathian battles 325 Russians have been 
taken prisoner up to the present and 
two machine guns captured. 

‘“Ralkan front: There have been no 


especial incidents.” 


Vienna, August 5.—(Via London.)—

prisoners and two guns.” 


RUSSIANS BEATEN, 
TURKS DECLARE. 


Constantinople, August 5.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Further reverses for the Rus- 
sian armies in Persian territory are 
reported in the Turkish 
statement under date of 
which follows: 

“Irak front: One of our volunteer 
detachments inflicted losses on a weak 
hostile detachment and captured horses 
and cattle. 

“On July 29, in a battle near Bukan, 
Persia, the Russians were compelled 
to retreat northward, abandoning 200 
dead. We captured three guns in good 
condition with all their appurtanances 
a quantity of munitions and rifles, and 
cattle. 

“Causasus front: The situation in 
the Mush and Bitlis sectors is un- 
changed. 

“A Russian attack against part of 
our positions in the sector of Oknott, 
80 kilometers (about fifty miles) south 
of Erzerum, was arrested and repulsed. 
The situation in other sectors is gen- 
erally calm. Russian torpedo boats 
bombarded Tireboli, and Kerasun (on 
the Black sea coast west of Trebizond), 
undefended coast towns. Some houses 
were destroyed and six inhabitants 
killed or wounded. 

“Egyptian front: In the vicinity of 
Katia (30 miles east of the Suez canal) 
continual skirmishes are in progress. 

“On August 2 a hostile warship off 
Muhamedie unsuccessfully bombarded 
for an hour the Date woods at Hudel- 
nedjot and Ogratina.”

“Ships of the royal navy rendered 
valuable service from the Bay of Tina. 

“‘Bighting still was in progress 
when this report was dispatched. The 
temperature during the day reached 100 
degrees in the shade.’”’ 


Romani is a village near the coast of 
the Mediterranean and about 22 miles 
to the east of the Suez canal. It Is 
about ten miles northwest of Katia, 
where several engagements’ recently 
have been fought between the British 
and the Turks. 


Attack No Surprise. 


The Turkish attack on the British 
positions in Egypt to the east of the 
Suez canal comes as no surprise to 
those who are in close touch with the 
operations in that part of the world. 
General Sir Archibald Murray, the 
commander of the British army there, 
has long realized that the Turks with 
the assistance of the Austrians and 
Germans, might make a serious attempt 
on the canal, even at the hottest period 
of the year. 

Austrian and German engineers for 
many months have been digging for 
water which, close to the Mediterrane- 
an coast, exists in many cases at no 
considerable depth under the sand, al- 
though it mostly is too brackish for 
use of European troops. The Turks 
must, therefore, have made very thor- 
ough arrangements for the storage and 
transportation of water, the country 
being a pure sand desert with small 
widely scattered oases of date palm 
growing around ancient wells. 

At Romani, where fighting isin prog- 
ress the Turks must bring up every 
drop of water from Aughratina, some 
ten miles away. 

It is understood that the Turks have 
with them some 1,900 to 2,000 Austro- 
German infantry, as well as a large 
number of Bedouin irregulars horse- 
men.

‘One after another, the New York 
Railways company, the Second Avenue 
and Third Avenue Railroad companies, 
the Union Railway company, which op- 
erates in the Bronx, and the Richmond 
Light and Railroad company notified 
police héadquarters that they had sus- 
pended service. The number of pas- 
sengers carried daily on these lines i8 
estimated at 2,500,009. . 

Within an hour after the halting of 
traffic, steady streams of “jitney 
vehicles were flowing through Broad- 
wavy, Fifth avenue and other streets, 
running north and south, as well as 
through the cross-town thoroughfares. 
Hundreds of automobiles, taxicabs and 
auto truck owners did a thriving busi- 


ness, 

Fifth avenue buses =and= sight- 
seeing cars were crowded to capacity. 

Thrones of half holiday excursion- 
ists, returning from nearby beaches 
and pleasure resorts, waited vainly for 
surface cars and then philosophically 
descended into the nearest subway 
station or climbed the stairs to the 
elevated platforms. This traffic, add- 
ed to the usual Saturday night throngs 
on the overhead and underground 
trains, caused serious congestion. On 
manv of the large automobile trucks 
fares were collected by striking con- 
ductors. some of whom wore their 
railway uniforms. Others were in 
charge of taxicabs and hacks. They 
explained they had pooled their sav- 
ings and bought second-hand convey- 
ances, determined to benefit as much 
as possible from the strike. Most of 
the automobiles were without licenses, 
but the police made no effort to inter- 
fere with the traffic. 


Police Very Vigilant. 

With the suspension of car traffic, 
the danger of serious disorders be- 
came less menacing, but the police did 
not relax their vigilance. At 9 o'clock 
several automobile trucks loaded with 
revolver ammunition left police head- 
quarters. Boxes of cartridges were 
left at every station house in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx. Each patro!lman 
will be provided with twenty rounds. 

The most serious demonstration of 
the day occurred tonight when police 
reserves charged a crowd of strike 
sympathizers, said to have numbered 
at least two thousand, who were bom- 
barding a street car with stones and 
attempting to rescue a prisoner from 
a patrolman. Women and children 
hurled missiles from tenement house 
roofs. Police reserves arrived and 
cleared not only the street, but the 
roofs as well, 

There wak& sporadic rioting at sev- 
eral—points during the day and many 
arrests were made, but there were few 
casualties. In most instances the 
crowds were content to jeer the strike- 
breakers or regular employees who had 
not joined the strike. 


STRIKE THREATENED ’ 


AT PHILADELPHIA. 

Philadelphia, August 5.—Thomas E. 
Mitten, president of the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit company, replied today 
to the “ultimatum” sent to him yester- 
day by Harry E. Flynn, president of 
the Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employees, in 
which a strike of the 4,700 motormen 
and conductors in this city was threat- 
ened. The company reaffirms a pre- 
vious statement that it cannot deal 
with the union or consider its de- 
mands. Only 15 per cent of the car 
men belong to the association headed 
by Flynn, officials of the compan 
assert. “It is only a matter of hours,” 
he said. 

The union demands 40 cents an hour 
recognition of the union, abolition of 
swing runs, adjustment of all griev- 
ances by a union conrmittee and the 
right of members to wear a union 
button while on duty.

Turning Point 


Reached 


In the World Conflict, 
Asserts General Joffre 


Crash Is Coming for Ger- 
many, Says the French 
Commander-in-Chief, and 
Germany Knows It—Kaiser 
Is Drawing on His Last 
Reserves. | 


Headquarters of the General Staff 
in France, August 5.—General Joseph 
Joffre, generalissimo of the French 
army and the guiding spirit of the 


‘united army of the entente allies, to- 


day received the Associated Press cor- 
respondent here and expressed the 
view that the turning point of the great 
conflict had now been successfully 
reached and passed and that with the 
united action of the entente allies on 
the many fronts, they were pressing 
forward to the certain collapse of the 


German efforts and to an assured vice: 


tory of the allied armies. 

It was an exceptional opportunity 
to see and talk with the military com- 
mander, who not only is head of the 
French army, but also is in supreme 
authority over the French, British and 
Belgian forces on the western front 
and the French, British and. Serbian 
armies of half a million men around 
Saloniki, as well also as being the 
Supreme commander tin the united 
action by which the allies are conduct- 
ing simultaneous campaigns in the Rus- 
Sian, Italian, French and Balkan thea- 
ters as part of one systematic whole. 
It is this recent co-ordination of the 
commands on the many fronts that has 
permitted Genera! Joffre to give full 
scope to his military talent which 
probably has been exercised over more 
men of the allied nations than ever 
has fallen to one military commander. 

General Joffre was in his private of- 
fice at headquarters when the party 
of American correspondents arrived, 
the visit having been arranged for the 
anniversary of the opening of war- 
fare. It was 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, but the general had already begun 
his work at 7:30 o'clock and had gone 
through reports of the fighting last 
night and early today, on the Somme 
front and at Verdun, and also along 
the Russian and Italian fronts. 

Little Evidence of Warfare. 

General] Pelle, his chief of staff, and 
anumber of staff officers were about, 
but except for this there was little 
outward evidence of warfare and none 
of the confusion and roar of battle 
heard along the fighting line. Al- 
though in touch with the entire range 
of the front, calm is required to carry 
on the supreme responsibility residing 
here at staff headquarters, 

General Joffree presented a atriking 
picture as he stood among the staff 
officers. His square-built and sturdy 
figure wore a dark blue service uni- 
form with little gold braid and decora- 
tions. His face has the red giow of 
Zood health and perfect physical con- 
dition, but its striking feature was the 
indomitable firmness and calmness 
shown in that square jaw and open 
countenance. He looked in one re- 
spect like General Grant is said to 
have looked on the field of battle. Most 
French officers are scrupulously well 
tailored and groomed, and while Gen- 
eral Joffre was not lacking in this. 
yet there was something suggesting 
General Grant's disregard of the little 
conventionalities of unform and sur- 
face appearances. His heavy’ gray 
moustache and bristling hair gave 
some suggestion also of General Phil 
Sheridan, the great cavalry leader. 

“I want to express my satisfaction 
in meeting you, gentlemen, and through 
you to express our feelings toward the 
American people,” said General Joffre, 
speaking in an easy conversational 
tone. “A feeling of deep friendship 
has allways existed ‘between France and 
America and it is particularly oppor- 
tune now, after France has been fight- 
ing for two years for the ideals dear 
to ‘both countries, that this old friend- 
ship should be renewed and strength- 
ened.” 

Campaign Is Discuseed. 

Turning his attention to the actual 
condition of the campaign, General Jof- 
fre continued: 

“Although the fighting is getting 
more and more ‘bitter, everyone recog- 
nizes in the complete unity of the al- 
lies that destiny has shaped its course 
and everyone can clearly see what the 
final outcome is going to be. The uni- 
ty on all fronts is a great character- 
istic of the campaign now going on 
and the effect is now apparent of the 
constant pressure on all sides by the 
allies who now have had time to form 
their plans, thanks to the sacrifices 
which the French nation has made at 
Verdun. We must also pay full homage 
to the splendid part our allies are tak- 
ing in the increasing efforts along the 
Somme and on all other fronts. The 
Russian effort has now succeeded in 
organizing and putting forward larger 
and larger forces of men, drawn from 
their apparently inexhaustible sources 
of human material and at the same 


time fully arming the masses. The 
splendid results of their efforts are 
shown in what they have accomplished 
in Galicia and along the entire east- 
‘ern front. 

“Once more the chance has fallen to 
England to show the vast extent of her 
resources both in men and material and 
the extent of her efforts is shown in 
what has been accomplished on the 
Somme front. The Italians have had a 
much harder task and a more limited 
sphere of action and you know how ad- 
mirably they have fulfilled their part 
of this common action. As for the re- 
organized Serbian army, it is only just 
beginning to take its full part in the 
war.” 

Germany Drawing on Last Reserves. 


“If on the other side we consider the 
condition of our enemy, we know for 
certain that although they are fighting 
as desperately as ever, they are draw- 
ing On their last reserves, Their game 
has been, up until now, to transfer their 
reserves from one point to another and 
from one front to another, but with the 
united action of the allies on all fronts 
our enemy finds such a@ course impossi- 
ble now and will find it now increag- 
jAngly in the future. It is not for me to 
say how long the struggle is going to'| 
last, but that really matters fittie 

“We know the crash is coming and 
you feel as well as we do that we have 
already reached and passed the turn- 
ing point. The five months’ resist- 
ance of pur troops at Verdyn has shat- 
tered the hopes of the Germans and 
has turned the scale. But still do not 
imagine that there is a complete 
weakening of the German effort: on 
the western front. We know there 
are etill opposed to all our armies on 
the western front two-thirds of the 
best fighting forces that Germany can 
put in the field—that is 122 divisions 
of their best troops against the French 
and British line on the west and fifty 
German divisions operatin with the 
—r- forces along the Russian 

ront.

HUGHES IS DENOUNCED 
BY J. HAMILTON LEWIS 


Ilindis Senator Assaile G. O. P. 
Candidate for Attack 
on Wilson. 


Washington, August 5.—Senator 


Lewis, the democratic whip, spoke 
in the senate today in reply to 
the attack upon the administration 
made by Charles E. Hughes in his 
speech accepting the republican presi- 
dential nomination. 

Republican strictures upon the ad- 
ministration’s Mexican policy Senator 
Lewis denounced as “treasonable.” He 
charged that the clguse of the repub- 
lican platform repudiating interfer- 
ence in the internal affairs of Mexico 
was responsible for the massacre of 


troops at “arrizal. 

“Not until the captains of the repub- 
lican party shot at the president of 
the United States did the Mexican out- 
laws shoot at the soldiers of the 
American president,” he said. The 
declaration Senator Lewis 
characterized as “a summons to Car- 
ranza and Villa to revenge the en- 
trance of American soldiers into Mex- 
ico and the interference of America 
in her internal affairs.” 


Repewublicans Attacked.

T rapshooting Makes Men 


for the Army 


A military authority recently called 
attention to a potential American army 
in the trapshooters of the United 
States. 

In his remarks, the military man 
laid emphasis on the fact that in the 
early stages of a conflict, volunteers 
lack efficiency, not because of their 
inability “to keep step” as their lack 
of familiarity with firearms and the 
consequent “gunshyness,” developed 
when first handling a model rifle be- 
cause of fear of the “kick.” 

“Not until a recruit overcomes his 
timidity of the recoil of a rifle will he 
show a satisfactory degree of ability 
as a marksman,” said the militia offi- 
cer. 


“On the other hand, men who weekly 
or monthly throughout the year visit a 
trapshooting club and fire 50 to 100 
shells during an afternoon, become s0 
used to the recoil of a shotgun that in 
exchanging it for a military rifle at-a 
time of necessity, they would from the 
beginning exhibit no sigu of ‘gunshy- 
ness’ so detrimental to marksmanship. 

“To army officials who have tried 
for years to provide for an adequate 
reserve force, it is, no doubt, a satis- 
faction to know that from the more 
than 600,000 trapshooters in the United 
States, there could be drawn, if need- 
ed, an army of men who know how to 
handle firearms efficiently.”

These boys and girls are mem- 
bers of corn clubs, canning clubs, pig 
poultry clubs and _  four-crop 
They will come from all parts 
of the state. For ten days they will 
be the student body of the old Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

The scholarships cover all expenses 
of the boy or girl from the time he or 
she leaves home until return. ‘The 
school work it represents is funda- 
mental and simple; and designed to in- 
spire the boys and girls with a de- 
termination to become leaders in agri- 
culture. This year more scholarships 
were awarded than ever before. There 
are nearly 300, which guarantees that 
many in attendance. The short course 
will be open to other boys and girls 
who want to pay their own way. These 
scholarships have been awarded as cap- 
ital prizes to boys and girls by county 
and state fairs, by boards of trade and 
business men.

The Japan clover can be purchased 
on any of our southern markets and 
will be worth the experiment. Plant 
the seed in the Bermuda pasture 
Scratch the ground with the small 
scooter and sow the seed, then rake 
over with a weeder and it ig done. 
This has been done with great effect. 
This clover may be planted in early 
spring or in the fall, but it is essen- 
tially a summer growing plant, and if 
the seed are good it would be better 
to plant in March. It will become es- 
tablished the first year and grow bet- 
ter and better as the years go by. 

The bur clover is the best clover for 
winter grazing on our Bermuda pas- 
tures. It should be planted in July 
and if in the bur the seed soaked in 
hot water, or even boiled for a few 
minutes so it will germinate the first 
year. Bur clover seed will remain 
over in the ground two years and 
then come up and make acrop. This 
isne of the main reasons why it is 
ee suitable for rotation with other 
Crops. It can be plowed up complete- 
ly one entire year and then reseed 
itself from the seed produced the year 
before. 

Of course, we do have to reseed once 
in awhile, but this is the exception 
and not the rule. We are sure of a 
richer and more fertile Bermuda pas- 
ture as the clover establishes itself. It 
improves the soil and makes the pas- 
ture of as great value in midwinter 
as it is in midsummer. The spotted 
southern variety is the one to plant. 
It is of so much importance to get 
this clover established on our southern 
soils that I am giving below some com- 
ment by the office of information, 
Washington, D. C. 


INOCULATION ADVISABLE IN 
SOUTH. 

In the cotton states lack of inocula- 
tion apparently has often been the 
cause of failure in establishing bur- 
clover crops, especially when hulled 
seed was sown. Usually when seed is 
sown in the bur there are enough bac- 
teria in the dust on the burs to insure 
inoculation. It is desirable, however, 
in planting bur clover for the first 
time that farmers do not go to the ex- 
pense of purchasing a large quantity 
of seed, but that they plant a compar- 
atively small area, inoculating the soil 
either by the soil-transfer method or, 
in the absence of inoculated soil, by 
the use of pure cultures. When oncea 
patch of bur clover has been grown 
successfully on a farm the whole farm 
can easily be inoculated by scattering 
soil from the places where the bur 
clover grew successfully. 


ROTATING BUR CLOVER WITH 
OTHER CROPS. 

- Bur clover may be used as a win- 
ter crop in rotation with any cultivated 
summer crop Among rotations that 
have been suggested the following 
seem desirable: 

First year—Cotton; bur clover sown 
the rows September 1. 
Second yvear—Corn or soy beans, fol- 
lowed by bur clover.

SOME DETAILS OFTEN NEGLECTED. 

Success or failure in raissng pouitry de- 
pends largely upon the attention paid to 
the little details which are quite apt to be 
considered insignificant. There are so many 
of these ‘‘little things’’ that some are often 
neglected. While some, perhaps, do not seem 
important, neglect of any of them may re- 
sult seriously. Too few people are suffi- 
ciently impressed with the faci that one 
neglect in the care of poultry may coynter- 
act the effects of a dozen carefully observed 
requirements. The essentials in poultry 
raising are the countless little things that 
one can scarcely teach another, and they 
have more to do with resuits than general 
rules.

RIGHT METHODS.

is a rock on which many a beginner in 
poultry raising is foundered and sinks, but 
it is also the rock on which many a thorough 
breeder has built a strain of fowls of far 
superior excellence and renown, reaping at 
living and honor, so it is weil 
it requires to prepare one 
Many valuable 
birds have been utterly sacrificed by im- 
proper mating by beginners. 

While mating is of great importance in 
the proper rearing of any breed of fowls, 
it receives double, yes. ten-foid, the impor- 
tance in the flock of a breeder of Barred 
Piymouth Rocks. There probably has been 
more controversy in poultry literature re- 
garding the proper mating of this breed than 
others combined. Several years ago many of 
the large and prominent breeders of Barred 
lively argument as to which 
was the better way, to single or double 
mate.

‘Guard of the United States was not only prompt 

but efficient. The world had become accustomed to 

hearing that womankind was meeting emergencies 

as never-e before in history. It was a familiar story 

that in the flelds, in the workshops, in the mines 

-and munition factories, on street vehicles and rail- 

roads, women were coming into a prominence as doers of men’s work 

vastly greater than at any previous time, for the reason that the demand 

was greater than at any previous time. But how American women would 

act and react remained to be demonstrated by a local call. When that call 

came the response was such as to strengthen every conviction of the 

heartiest idealist. There was not only the response of individual senti- 

ment and individual sacrifice. Mothers not only said, “Go!” to their sons, 

wives not only urged their husbands to meet the message of need, sweet- 

fearts not only bade Godspeed to the hustling youngsters who were eager 

for the border, but all joined, in quite an unprecedented degree, in that 
vital co-operative response to the national bugle note. 

From all parts of the country came words of assurance, followed by 
news of action on the part of individual and* organized bodies of women. 
Women offered horses, automobiles and countless individual gifts. Indi- 
vidual offers of service as well as offers of material help in money and 
equipment were quickly followed by the organized efforts. The American 
Women's Supply Committee, affillated with the American Defence Society, 
chose Mrs. John Hays Hammond as president. This was but one of many 
coramittees created to do things and to do them promptly. The Red Cross 
was overwhelmed with offers of personal service and soon found reason to 
belfeve that in actual need there would be no scarcity of help of any sort. 
Thousands of women began work on bandage making, supplementing the 
comcentrated work at the headquarters of the Red Cross organizations. 
Exact information was furnished by Red Cross officers as to just what 
elements were needed and emphasis was lgid upon the necessity of making 
every effort practical. The eagerness of women to learn the details of these 
requirements and the promptness with which they got to work through- 
out the states was indeed an inspiring situation... The offer of many hoe 
pitals to provide units for the military line was accompanied by a ful 
complement of volunteer nurses. Thousands of women with no hospital 
experience deluged the Red Cross with assurances of readiness at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, who gave $25,000 to the American 
Red Cross, announced her feadiness to transfer all of her activities from 
France to the United States in the event of war with Mexico. Mrs. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt and other prominent women, Hast and West, set them- 
selves for the serious problem of doing full justice to the wives and other 
dependents of guardsmen called away to the border.

What Is There in It? 

Which sets the real student of life 
and its activities—its origins, po 
tencieg and purposes—the true delv- 
er into the arcana of nature—to ask: 
Is there something in these so-called 
occult sciences? Have the stars any- 
thine to do with the plans and pur- 
poses of human and cosmic destiny? 
He sets himself to “discern the face 
of the heavens” and here his logic 
will work if he rears his syllogism 
on the accepted postulates and prem- 
ises of science—just ordinary physi- 
cal science—the “profane” science of 
the occultist.

There Is No “Dead Matter.” 


So science, continually reversing 
itself, today concedes 
live in a cosmos pulsating with 
vibrant life, that there is no “dead 
matter,” all is essentially ONE—held 
in suspension in space under estab- 
lished laws of attraction, repulsion, 
Polarity, cohesion, gravity—laws 
founded on universal] principles eter- 
nally involving and evolving through 
nature and all its forms.

UNDERGROUND CANAL 
ENGINEERING FEAT 


The French, among the first in the 


modern world, to encourage canal 


transportation on a large seale they 


3,909 miles of canals 
4690 of navigable rivers—has just 
inaugurated the final stage in the 
building of the Marselles-Rhone canal 

The feature in this waterway that 
has specially attracted the attention of 
engineering world for some time 
underground tunnel that 
eventually be filled with water to 
commodate the navigation of ships 
from 309 to 690 tons, and with its con- 
nection with the matin canal will com- 
manda navigable course of eight hun- 
dred and seventy miles. 

It is not so much the length of the 
tunnel, though it is four and a half 
miles long, and is said to be the longest 
underground waterway in the world— 
that impresses the tmagination, it is its 
breadth and its height. It is 72 feet 
broad—that is over 26 feet broader 
than the Paris underground—and from 
the canal bottom to the summit of the 
vault its height is 46 feet. There will 
be 10 feet of water in the canal. so 
from its surface there will be a clear 
space overhead of 36 feet. To put it 
otherwise, the section of the tunnel! is 
six times that of an ordinary tunnel. 
Twice as much detritus has been shov- 
elled out to make this underground 
passage as came from the Simplon tun-

The estimated cost of the canal is 
£3,690,000, of which £1,400,000 will be 
met ‘by the state, £1,600.000 by the Mar- 
seilles Chamber of Commerce, the rest, 
amounting to over £520,000, by the city 
of Marseilles itself. 

It will take three years before the 
canal is ready for traffic, for there are 
48 miles between Marseilles and Arles, 
and, though there are no more moun- 
tains to pierce, there are locks to eon- 
Struct, channels to cut, waterways 
among inland lakes to be deepened, 
and s0 on. But when the work ig 
done Marseilles will join hands with 
Havre.

AN study, reflection and research add to 
inmate beauiv and instinetive charm? 

Beauty of face and form can be culti- 

vated, defects may be averted, diseases 
. with all their attendant blemishes may 
be avoided. Some may object that they have to 
live as they are, that they cannot be muaade Over; 
but these objections will not stand. 

“Human beauty is the full and harmonious de- 
,elopment of the vital forces, latent in all of us, 
exercising an attractive influence iipon others.” It 
is an emanation, the “reflection of health.” ‘So, to 
cover my subject properly, I must consider almost 
the entire biology of the human being. 

Everything is in the organism, anntomically. 
But there is no tissue, orzan or function, no mat- 
ter how silent it seem, whose action, whether 
wanting or excessive, does not affect the entire 
organism: functional dependence is as direct as 
anatomical. This solidarity appears in various 
wavs, in the processes of assimilation und inter- 
nal secretion, and in the nervous svstem, the great 
harmonizer of organic functions. 


Equilibrium of Function. 


Every one has noticed how too heavy a meal 
brings on lassitude and feelings of distress, while a 
proper meal reanimates and vivifies. If you are worn 
out and take a cup of tea, it makes you feel “like a 
different woman.’ And muscular contraction acccler- 
ates the flow of the blood, increases the respiration 
and nutrition and awakens the activity of the nervous 
centres. As the muscles form one-third of the human 
body. the value of good muscular development is 
nlain, especially for the action of the digestive or- 
eens, as well as for the formaticn of the lines of the 
body. 

The complex excitation of organic matter gradu- 
ally awakens and organizes life itself; and it is the 
excess or want of this excitation, acting differently on 
each tissue, which exaggerates or decreases troubles 
or upsets the equilibrium of tissues and functions, or 
rather LIFE In this way disharmony, disease: or 
ugiiness mav be produced, or harmony, health and 
beauty. 

These unbalancings of the system prepare for and 
facilitate infection and intoxication as well as toxi- 
infection, which complicate them and often control 
them; hut besides there is a tendency nowadays to 
seek outside of ourselves what is really our own,

It is easy to see that irritation may be either ex- 
cessive or insufficient, and from these functiona! 
centres inmany powerful associations may arise. And 
finally you see that all converge in the head, with all 
their increasing irritation, centring largely in the 
fece, so important for our subject. But here the ex- 
citations from within come into conflict with the 
excitations from without—cold and heat, dust, air, 
wind, light. the rays of the sun, ete—so much ¢9 
‘hat the skin of the face is caught between various 
irritating powers. 

[ heiieve that this conflict is largely pathozenic. 
On the one hand it affects the- action of the blood- 
vessels, hence the flushes and pallors, and some 
Ohysicians say: “!t is nothing—merely your dispo- 
tition.” Really, these are symptomatic of grave dis-

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bring about changes in the skin. Blood and lymph 
bathe the cells of the skin, constituting the pigments 
which give the color of health. If these pigments are 
missing or inharmoniously blended, adieu to the 
glow of beauty! 

The fat-glands and sweat-glands are quickly af 
fected: if the skin is too dry or too oily, full of black- 
heads, there is something wrong. The organs of the 
face are tired and weakened, and the patient tends 
to thinness or obesity; in either case to flaccidity. 
There are no more beautiful curves, but the face is 
thin and drawn, or puffed and flabby, hence double 
chins, and wrinkles. There is a way to avoid these 
terrors of womankind. Back of these lie disorganized 
functions of the body, and the head and face are 
the direct sufferers, the telltaies of internal conditions. 

If the organs are not well regulated, the face 
shows it. If children are so beautiful, why are the 
adults so ugly? It is because life has made them 
ugly, and life is really their mode of living. Which 
leads us to the real point at issue, and that is dietetics. 
This is better than all cosmetics, for it prevents de- 
fects which paint and powder merely cover up for 
a while. 

It is the hygiene of all the functions and organs 
that is needed, digestive hygiene, respiratory, nervous, 
muscular, genito-urinary, cutaneous—for all together 
act upon the system as a whole. In a few words, it 
is possible to lay out a plan of living which will help 
the ordinary individual to attain and preserve her 
health.

them, and pay special attention to those which develop 
the muscles of the stomach, so important for the 
form digestion, and the prevention of visceral mal- 
formations. 

A good muscle is the best kind of corset. 

Take a full half-hour for the exercises, and per- 
form them, if possible, lightly draped and in the open 
air warmed by the sun. 

Then, with your feet in warm water, take a quick 


s 
cold bath, followed by brisk rubbing. Wrap up warm 
afterward. 

No warm baths—they make you soft and sus- 
ceptible to colds. 

At 8:30 breakfast, with some solid food. This 
combination with the exercises tends to establish in- 
testinal regularity. 

Then complete your toilet: that of the face and 
skin is so important that I shall take that up sepa- 
rately. After the toilet, do some work about the 
house, and then social, intellectual and artistic work. 

At 12:30 promptly, luncheon, consisting of half 
vegetable and half animal food. Masticate very care- 
fully. Drink no more than a glass or a glass and a 
half of water. After luncheon rest, chatting or nap- 
ping, no work, or reading. 

At 5 or 5:30, tea, but very light. At 7:30, dinner, 
lighter than breakfast, and largely vegetarian. At 
11:30 or 12, after light gymnastics and a plunge in 
tepid water, go to bed in a coo! room. 

Train yourself to keep warm in cool air. You may 
say this takes a great deal of time, but if you have 
understood the value of physical culture for the vital 
rhythm—if vou do these things well—vyou will be 
the gainer in activity as well as in good humor and 
the joy of living. 

What Not to Do. 

I must come back now to the head, or rather to 
the face and skin, the mirror of the organism. If you 
want to know what not to do, here is the recipe for 
ruining the face: ; 

After a sleepless night, wash in very hot or very 
cold water, powder dry with rice powder. Take a 
walk in the wind or bright sunlight. Breakfast any 


time, late if you want to. Eat a great deal, without 
masticating, especially highly flavored food and rich 
sauces. Drink some pure wine, coffee, and a liqueur. 

As soon as you finish dinner, think or read, then 
ride in an open carriage, or, better still, in an auto. 
cating some cream cakes on the way. Make your 
dinner heavier than breakfast, and spend the even- 
ing at a ball or in an overheated theatre. Then go 
to bed, hastily, with cold feet. 

If any woman can follow this program and retain 
her beauty, she is under the special protection of 
Venus. 

The face suffers most for mistakes of the internal 
organs and of weather. But you may work /’upon it 
directly, and there are some peculiar superstitions 
in this connection current among women. They say: 
“The less you touch your face the better”; but they 
forget that there is a right and a wrong way to do it. 
What is good for one does not suit another. The 
toilet of the face should differ according to its char- 
acteristics, whother it is dry or fatty. 

Care of the Face. 

Faces tending to dryness—no water—certainly not 
warm water—no soap. Use a mixture of milk and 
powdered starch, almost a paste, rinsing in milk or 
milk and cream; dry carefully with soft cotton. Or, 
better still, use a mixture, perfected in my laboratory 
by Debat, of which this is the formula:

There is one direct method of treating the face 
which is very effective, and that is massage. But 
many stupidities are practised in its name. There 
are two kinds of massage, the indirect—mechanical 
or electric—and the direct or manual. The latter is 
far the better. When properly applicd considerable 
circulatory activity is brought about. and a rise of 
temperature of several degrees lasting for hours. 
Fhese effects are followed by a cutaneous reaction, 
decongestion, clearing of the skin and lowering of 
temperature, accompanied by a feeling of facial well- 
being.

OW often, in these days, do 
you have a prescription put 
up at the corner drugstore? 

Not oftener, in all likelihood, than 
once for every ten times you would 
have made such a demand -upon the 
apothecary 25 years ago. Has it oc- 
curred to you to wonder what was 
the reason why? 

Less drugging—that‘is the rea- 
son. Physicians nowadays rely more 
upon nature, and less on drugs. 
They give fewer drugs and less of 
them; for they know much better 
than formerly what drugs are really 
useful and how and when they may 
be employed to the best advantage. 

Not very long ago the average pa- 
tient did not feel that he was get- 
ting his money’s worth of medical 
attention unless he had at least a 
dozen bottles of various kinds of 
stuff—a teaspoonful of this to be 
taken every hour, a tablespoonful of 
that every other-hour, and s80 on, 
with perhaps a pill every two hours, 
thrown in for good measure. 

The real meaning of this method 
of treatment was lack of definite 
and exact knowledge on the part of 
the medical practitioner. He gave 
many medicines because he was un- 
certain of the good effect of any 
one of them. Sometimes it happened 
that he “killed the monk.” 

The killing of the monk {1s a 
classic story. A hermit found a baby 
bear and set out to rear it as a pet. 


himself, and preséntly he succeeded. 
He slew the fly, but incidentally he 
killed the monk. 

The prescribing of many medi- 
cines for one sickness was on much 
the same principle as the old-fash- 
ioned ‘‘shotgun” prescription, which 
sometimes contained 50 or 60 ingre- 
dievts. A mixture of 12 or 15 was 
common; and this, mind you, only 
a few years ago. Of course, theidea 
was that if one drug did not happen 
to hit the mark another might. 


“Shotgun”’ 

Even at the present time ‘‘War- 
burg’s tincture,” a typical shotgun 
preparation, is sometimes prescribed. 
It is not a patent medicine, but 
harks back to very early days as a 
cure for malaria. The ingredients 
are rhubarb, angelica seed, aloes, 
elecampane (an herb), saffron, fen- 
nel, gentian, zedoary root, cubeb, 
myrrh, mushroom, camphor, cinna- 
mon, black pepper, ginger, opium 
and sulphate of quinine. 

It was a good remedy for malaria;

no doubt of that. But the only thing 


in it that was of value for the pur- 
pose was the quinine, all the other 
ingredients being merely thrown in, 
as it were, for fear something pos- 
sibly useful might be left out.

Exact knowledge is taking the 
place of guesswork. Many drugs for- 
merly supposed to be useful for 
medicinal purposes have been proved 
‘‘inert’’—in other words, devoid of 
any effect. Others have been found 
to be uncertain in their action. Yet 
others have been proved actually 
harmful. 

An era of specific therapeutics 
has arrived. The capable physician

finds out, if possible, exactly what 
is the matter with the patient, and 
then gives him the drug required (if 
any), and no other. 

Most important of all, we have 
learned to depend upon the heal- 
ing power of nature. No longer does 
medical science hold the viewpoint 
of Dr. Benjamin Rush, in his time 
Philadelphia’s foremost physician, 
who, not much over a century ago, 
wrote in his diary: ‘‘Nature is an 
interfering old busybody, whose mis- 
takes I am obliged to correct a 
dozen times a day.’’ : 

We have learned that proper en- 
vironment for the patient, good 
nursing and assistance of the body 
functions by natural methods are 
far more useful than heroic doses 
of calomel, the tortures of blistering 
and the depletion of the sufferer’s 
vitality by bleeding. 


Diet Instead of Drugs. .« 


Diet,

of the most important aids to nature 
in restoring health, especially for 
tuberculosis. 

When calomel is prescribed, in- 
stead of giving a big dose, the physi- 
cian administers five or six very 
little doses at half-hour or quarter- 
hour intervals, experience having 
shown that the drug has a much 
more satisfactory effect when taken 
in that way. 

Even more scientific is the method 
of gividg quinine. There are sev- 
eral varieties of the parasite that 
causes malaria, and, when a sufferer 
is to be treated, the first thing 
‘done by the capable physician is to 
find out, by an examination of the 
blood under a microscope. just which 
variety is making the trouble. They

is polson to them) are given at 
such times as to catch the im- 
mature parasites and kill them 
when, by the rupture of the red cor- 
puscles in which they are bred, they 
are thrown out into the _ blood 
stream, unprotected. 

The entire realm of organic and 
inorganic nature has been explored 
and searched for materials curative 
of disease. There is scarce anything, 
vegetable, animal or mineral, that 
has not deen experimentally utilized 
in medicine. Heat, light, electricity, 
every form of energy, has been 
turned to account for therapeutic 
purposes. As a result, we have dis- 
covered, and are continuing to find 
out, the things that are really worth 
while, and are discarding those 
which are useless. What is not least 
important, when we don’t know, we 
know that we don’t know. 

In the practice of medicine exact 
knowledge is taking the place of the 
old-time guesswork. Not so verv 
long ago. yellow fever was com- 
monly treated by fastening split and 
bleeding pigeons to the patient's 
feet. From such therapeutic meth- 
ods it is not a far ery back to in- 
cantations and charms for the cure 
of disease. 

Much of the advance of modern 
medicine has been accomplished 
through the development of physi- 
ological chemistry, which is even 


vet a new science. Although so new, 
it is assuming such importance as 
to make it manifest that the physi- 
Ology of the future will be written 
largely in terms of chemfstry. 

We have come to realize that the 
body is, in a literal sense of the 
word, a chemical laboratory. The 
foods we eat, the fluids we drink, 
the gases we breathe, are complex 
chemical compounds which the body 
must take apart and put together 
rain in such a way that the ma- 
terials may be delivered in a shape 
that will enable the cells to store 
them. It is then the business of the 
cells to utilize these materials for 
tissue-building and in the produc- 
tion of energy, in the form of work 


and heat.

The human body, in fact, is a 
chemical factory. It takes fats and, 
through processes incidental to di- 
gestion, converts them into glycer- 
ine and soap. It takes starch and 
makes grape sugar out of it. It 
even manufactures drugs. 

For example, adrenalin, a secre- 
tion of a small gland just above 
each kidney, is a true drug, and as 
such (when derived from the sheep) 
is used to a considerable extent i1 
medicine. In the body it is supposed 
to regulate blood pressure. Another 
drug, secreted by the thyroid gland 
(in the throat), is employed with 
some success in the treatment of 
goiter. 

Formerly it was thought that the 
chemical products manufactured by 
the body could not be made except 
by the body. But recent investiga- 
tions have proved that many may be 
reproduced in the laboratory. Na- 
ture’s chemistry is just like other 
chemistry; there is nothing meta- 
physical about its processes—— 
though in regard to the laiter we 
have still a vast deal to learn. 

The study of the body’s chemical 
products has to a large extent modi- 
fied ideas about the treatment of 
disease. So far as it has gone, its 
results have been scientifically defi- 
nite and exact, and the value of it 
to the medical practitioner has been 
proportionately great.

The Looters 


A Plunge Into Politics. 


——— 


The manner in which John Burton, tenth marquis 
of Castleton, was duped by “Boss” Maloney and his 
gang must be told with bated breath. For one 
thing, the story is not creditable to Burton's intel- 
ligence. For another, there are limitations to such 
recitals in cold print. The one redeeming feature 
in a sordid record is the fact that Maloney himseif 
was as boldly fooled as anybody. 

And the boss was a hard man to beat at his own 
dirty game—as to that element in the situation 
there could be no manner of doubt whatsoever. 


Those who disliked him most—the clean-minded, 
God-fearing men and women who can be found in 
every community—conceded to Maloney a measure 
of grudging respect. He was a genial, shrewd, far- 
seeing scoundrel. His wolves invariably wore 
sheep’s clothing till the time came for what he 
termed “a show down.” Even when the disguise 


was dropped his opponents never knew whether the. 


pack would snarl or fawn. 

Thus, when a wave of reform swept over the town 
in which Burton had established himself, and a well- 
meaning citizen named Kramer was nominated for 
the mayoralty, it was Maloney’s subtie brain which 
suggested a really effective counter-stroke. The 
“boss” knew well that laziness on the part of hon- 
est folk alone permits any community to be run by a 
gang of disreputable politicians. 

Sooner or later, however, some peculiarly scan- 
_dalous act, or a crusade carried on by some enthus- 
iast, creates a new spirit in a community, and the 
inchoate mass decides that the power of the ward- 
heelers must be broken. Such a power, of course, 
is irresistible, and Maloney was the last man on 
earth to defy the lightning. 

He recognized the symptoms of the impending 
revolt. Preachers, editors, earnest-eyed young men 
who preferred Christian Endeavor or pleasant Sun- 
day afternoons to wide-open saloons and gambling 
bells, were becoming increasingly active and out- 
spoken. Their energies seemed to center around 
Kramer, a big, loud-voiced, breezy sort of man who 
said: quite plainly that if he were mayor the town 
would be run straight by its officials or he would 
know the reason why. 

Maloney had weathered political storms before, 
but he sized this one up as a moral hurricane.

Gabriel d’Annunzio, himself. now: an

flaming love story of Rubinstein. Of 
course, there was Mrs. d’Annunzio, but 
she was such a nonentity in the life of the 
poet that she scarce was considered by 
the public when the scandal was at its 
height. : 

For d’Annunzio perpetrated against 
Eleanora Duse the greatest crime a man 
can commit against a woman. He vio- 
lated her confidences to him. 

In those days the poet, seeking fem- 
inine friendship amid his life of luxuri- 
ous ease, where flowers and perfumes, 
upon which he spent $20,000 a year, 
surrounded him in the rooms of his 

rincely chateau, found Duse and won 

er love. His was an existence of insensate 
extravagance. At times he imagined 


himgelf a reincarnation of Nero, or Dle-° 


gabalus, or Caesar Borgia. Once, in-an 
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outburst of genius, he described how he 
rode down into the sea upon a white 
mare, while a duchess waited upon the 
sands to throw about his shoulders a 
purple cloak when he returned. His 
beautiful house at Florence, the Villa 
Caponica, was a warehouse of art treas- 
ures. He bought recklessly and paid no 
heed to vulgar bills. 

This was the d’Annunzio whom Duse 
knew. And he won her faith. 

To him, blinded by a woman's devo- 
tion, she confided the story of her life. 
Experiences of bitter humiliation had 
been the actress’ Jot in early years. These 
she had hidden deep in her bosom, safe 
away from the sight of the world, who 
would be only too ready to misinterpret 
and condemn. But to d’Annunzio she 
related them, honestly, truthfully, with- 
out restraint. She laid bare the inner- 
most secrets of a woman’s heart-—secrets 
told only in the outbursts of rarest con- 
fidence. And d’'Annungto heard—and re- 
membered, 

Then came Rubinstein. 

Poet and dancer met. Her ethereal 
form, nymph-like grace and attenuated 
beauty possessed those pecullar charms 
that the decadent author most admired. 
His brilllant wit and rare poetic gifts 
held the woman enthralled. They loved, 
each of them——d’Annunzio the most pas- 
sionately, if the truth be told, for he 


. mourned often that Rubinstein cared less 


for him that did he for her. 

And, while Duse was forgotten fn the 
revel of a new love, d’Annunzio pub- 
lished ‘‘Fuoco.” Written in his most 
vivid vein, filled with the masterwork 
of a master stylist, it related, tn detail, 
the secrets the great actress had com- 
mitted to his keeping. She herself was 
but thinly veiled behind it all. The pub- 
lic knew and recognized the heroine. 
Scandal’s million tongues were set wag- 
ging. The novel became a nine-days’ 
wonder. 

And the blow all but killed Duse. 
sought retirement and nursed 
wounds alone. 

But d’Annunzio met with punishment. 
Debt weighed heavily upon him. Hig 
property was seized; creditors threat- 
ened him; he fled to Paris to escape 
them and to be near his beloved: Rubin- 
stein. 

D’Annunzio, early in his love, had writ- 
ten “‘La Pisanella,’’ a poem-play deal- 
ing with the dancer of the Perfumed 
Death. Rubinstein appeared in it. It 
was a success. Money poured in, and 
she was the gayest of the gay. 

Unconventional to the extreme was 
Rubinstein. She had run away from her 
husband. Suitors galore flocked about 
her, followed in her train, showered her 
with gifts. She rented the royal suite 
at her Parisian hotel. She owned motor

cars and priceless dogs, and spent $6,000 
a year on her lingerie alone. 

And then came “St. Sebastian.” 

It was written by d’Annunzlo espe- 
clally for the famous dancer. It was 
based upon the Hfe story of the officer 
of that name of the Roman Imperial 
Guard, under the Hmperor Diocletian, 
greatest persecutor of the Christians. He 
was called a second Apolio, he was the fa- 
vorite of the court’s most-sought women; 
he was the pet of the emperor: and he 
renounced it all to become a follower 
of the cross. y | 

The opera was allegorical. The pre- 
lude pictured the Christian soul in pur- 
ity and exaltation. The opening was 
sung by two Christian maidens, chained 
to pillars, to whom Sebastian appeared 
and gave courage to dance on flaming 
coals. Sebastian shot an arrow into the 
sky, and, when it failed to return, came 
a chorus of hallelujahs sung by angels. 

In the second act, magicians and as- 
trologers, under the emperor's orders, 
torture to death a-Christian girl con- 
verted by Sebastian. At the end, Se- 
bastian enters and batters down the 
mystic door, disclosing a new force— 
Christianity. Then comes the court of 
Diocletian, pictured in all its glory, 
where honors are offered Sebastian and 
he refuses; and then his martyrdom; 
and finally the gates of Paradise and 
the martyr’s award in another the world 
beyond. 

Rubinstein played the part night after 
night. It affected her greatly. Indeed, 
it is said to have affected the author him- 
self, for he delved into the reasons for 
the actions of the saint, and proclaimed 
an eloquent plea for Christianity and 
its tenets in creating the opera. But 
still he pressed his suit. 

Then it was that Rubinstein broke 
with him—openly and finally. She re- 
fused his advances. A new phase en- 
tered into her existence. She became 
deeply religious. She forsook the bright 
lights. She kept to herself» Finally 
she announced she was going into Af- 
rica. 

“Tl am an _ elemental creature,” she 
explained. “St. Sebastian has affected 
me wonderfully. In my new soul state, 
I must be with the elements. In the 
depths of an African forest, alone with 
the beasts and the wonders of nature, I 
shall. cleanse my soul and begin life 
anew.” 

Horrors of war had not affected Ru- 
binstein then. It remained for actual 
experience to do that. She was driving 
to her apartments in the Bois de Bou- 
logne from a performance of the opera 
when her equipage was peremptorily 
stopped by a Paris gendarme. 

‘Mademoiselle must pardon me,” he 
said, ‘but the first train load of wound- 
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ed and dying has arrived. We must 
have your motor. The government de- 
mands it. But we will give vou a re- 
ceipt.’”’ 

“I wish no receipt,” the dancer an- 
swered. “Take it. I give it gladly.” 

On the following day the newspapers 
announced that Rubinstein had presented 
four ambulance automobiles to the 
American hospital at Neuilly. Followers 
called to congratulate her, but her doors 
were closed against them. Next she 
provided thirty beds at the Hotel Bris- 
tol for wounded British soldiers. Then 
the leaven worked and she made her 
great sacrifice. 

“Tl am going to the front,” she an- 
nounced. ‘‘There is work to be done. I 
must offer myself.’’ 

To the front she went. Her apart- 
ments were closed. Many of her treas- 
ures were geld. The money was de- 
voted to the fleld she so newly en- 
tered. 

‘It was ‘St. Sebastian’ that did it,” 
she declared. ‘I am spiritual through 
it, for it is calculated to bring out the 
best in life. It taught.me to look with- 
in, and when I turned my eyes upon 
myself, I discovered my soul for the 
first time.” 

So she donned a nurse’s garb and 
undertook her work. The experienced 
boulevardiers sneered cynically. 

“The gay Ida will be. back among her 
frivolities within six months,” said they. 

But they were mistaken. <A goodly 
twelve months will have elapsed before 
she lays aside the nutun-like dress for 
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the last time to resume the diaphanous 
films of the dancer. 

Rubinstein has labored well at the 
front, if reports which have drifted 
through are to be believed. Among 
other things, she has equipped an am- 
bulance motor and requisitioned special 
drivers with expert knowledge to bring 

wounded to the Bev hos- 
pitals at top speed. She has assisted 
in operations, performing the most re- 
pulsive duties gladly and willingly. She 
has spent long hours on those valuable 
feet—-feet that command the highest 
salary in the world-—to fetch and carry 
at the fevered whim of some suffering 
private. 

She has stuck to her task. 
the end. 

Once more the glare of the calcium 
calls. Once more, in the long watches 
of the night, she hears the echoes of 
ghostly applause and sees as in a dream, 
the stretch of upturned faces and the 
undulations of clapping hands. The 
wraith of music is carried in the night 
breeze, and the boom of distant guns 
becomes the rattle of the elevated, and 
the purr of the passing ambulance the 
call of the taxi.
